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Eddie 

Murphy takes 
‘Metro’out of 
the Castro

Eddie Murphy 


A fter canvass¬ 
ing the Cas¬ 
tro for reac¬ 
tion, the produc¬ 
tion company 
shooting the fea¬ 
ture film Metro 
starring contro¬ 
versial entertain¬ 
er Eddie Murphy 
has decided not 
to film in the 
neighborhood, 

the Bay Area Reporter has learned. 

“To the best of our knowledge, we 
are not shooting in the Castro,” film 
publicist Joe Everett said. “It’s because 
the locations aren’t there. It has noth¬ 
ing to do with any controversy.” 

Mu rphy has been the subject of 
continuing controversy since the mid- 
80s, when the gay video and record 
store Gramophone started a boycott 
over his virulently anti-gay comedy 
routines and outrageous jibes about 
people with AIDS. 

Some comments Murphy made in 
his 1984 comedy special for Home 
Box Office are included in the 1989 
Academy Award-winning documen¬ 
tary about the Names Project Quilt, 
Common Threads: Stories From The 
Quilt by Rob Epstein and Jeffrey 
Friedman. The documentary records 
a derisive routine about Murphy’s 
hysteric phobia of contracting AIDS, 
after being kissed by a girlfriend who 
had been kissed by a gay friend with 
AIDS “on the lips.” 

Murphy’s early exploitation of 
AIDS for laughs contributed to inac¬ 
curate and dangerous stereotypes 
about people at risk for the disease, 
and ways it is contracted, gay African 
American AIDS public policy expert 
Kerrington Osborne told the B.A.R. 

“It took folks in the communities 
of color and heterosexual communi¬ 
ties a long time to realize their risks,” 
he said. “Murphy’s 1984 comments 
are strong evidence of the ignorance 
of a lot of heterosexuals at the time.” 

Osborne also said that Murphy’s 
well-known anti-gay comic routines 
were often “outrageous and ap¬ 
palling,” and questioned whether 
humor made at the expense of other 
people is truly funny. 

Residents divided 

Not all Castro residents were op¬ 
posed to the Metro filming. Emery 
Bushong, a sales manager for Zephyr 
real estate, said the decision not to 
film in the area may be “closing a 
door” of opportunity to reconcile the 
long-standing animosity between the 
gay community and Murphy.

Transgenders protest at gay 
medical group reception in SF

ore than 25 people turned out to 
protest the Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association’s board at a San Francis¬ 
co reception for members last Saturday, 
April 27 over the group’s removal of the 
word “transgender” from its literature and 
letterhead. 

Leading the rally in front of the V/sf 
Club, located at 11th arid Folsom streets, was 
Dr. Joy Shaffer, a transgender physician from 
San Jose who helped form the GLMA in 
1981. Fifteen years later, ironically, she was 
carrying an anti-GLMA sign and passing out 
flyers to people as they arrived for the recep¬ 
tion. The flyer noted that transgender people 
are “mighty upset” over what some are call¬ 
ing a blatant case of trans-exclusion by the 
group of 1,800 gay, lesbian, bisexual and 
transgender medical professionals.

AIDS victories: Dornan 
provision goes out dollars go up

A IDS activists won big in the final bud¬ 
get provisions hammered out April 24 
by Congress and the White House. The 
emotional and symbolic high point was in 
dropping the “Dornan provision” that 
would have expelled healthy HIV-positive 
servicemembers from the military. 

The bipartisan agreement also adds more 
than $80 million in new money to support 
drug assistance and other AIDS programs 
through the end of September. This largesse 
comes in the face of Republican budget cut¬ 
ting efforts that reduced discretionary 
spending by $23 billion from last year. 

Mark O. Hatfield of Oregon, chairman 
of the Senate Appropriations Committee, 
championed the fight against the Dornan 
provision. He called it “the right thing to 
do.” It was a position echoed by the Penta¬ 
gon, which did not seek the exclusion and 
fought it as unnecessary to the effective reg¬ 
ulation of personnel. 

Representative Robert K. Dornan of Or¬ 
ange County, California disagreed. He 
blamed the loss on “weak leadership” say¬ 
ing, “My leadership [in the House] is get¬ 
ting rolled on this.” 

“Bob Dornan lost today and he lost big 
because his provision was clearly malicious 
and unnecessary,” said Winnie Stachelberg, 
AIDS lobbyist for the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign (HRC). 

For Matt Coles, director of the AIDS Pro¬ 
ject for the American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU), “It marks a historic shift in the 
movement to secure fairness and equality 
for people with HIV. Bashing people with 
HIV and AIDS is no longer a winning issue.” 
Melinda Paras, executive director of the

SF Coroner’s office helps 
protect surviving lovers

IH s the B.A.R. went to press 
Wednesday, May 1, the San 
ITlI Francisco Medical Examin¬ 
er’s Office was due to release two 
new forms concerning the dispo¬ 
sition of bodily remains, accord¬ 
ing to Administrative Coroner 
Herb Hawley. 

“We went to the city attorney 
for help in drafting the form,” 
Hawley told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, “because we wanted to give 
everyone the same opportunity. 

“We realize that with the 
changing family situations in San 
Francisco there needs to be a pro¬ 
cedure for all situations.” 

The forms are designed to 
support people such as surviving 
domestic partners - who, under 
state laws, have no automatic 
legal or statutory standing to re¬ 
quest the release of a loved one’s 
body following death, Hawley 
said. 

One of the new forms, the 
“Designation of Person to Con¬ 
trol Interment Arrangement 
Upon Death” form, allows people 
to designate an individual to 
legally oversee the handling of 
their remains and funeral 
arrangements, and to designate a 
person with power of attorney to 
handle such disposition. 

The “Affidavit In Support of 
Claims to Control Disposition of 
Bodily Remains” allows a person 
such as a lover - or non-registered 


domestic partner - to declare they 
have the right to control the dis¬ 
position of a person’s remains be¬ 
cause they were giving the au¬ 
thority in writing in a document 
(such as a durable healthcare 
power of attorney or other docu¬ 
ment) or were named orally by 
the decedent to undertake the re¬ 
sponsibility. 

The affidavit can also be signed 
by individuals asserting they have 
blood rights, either by parentage or 
marriage, and are aware of no ob¬ 
jections or any other written or 
oral arrangements by the deceased. 

‘Not infrequent’ disputes 

Deputy City Attorney Jean 
Fraser said the disposition power 
of attorney form was part of a 
packet given out to registrants dur¬ 
ing a mass domestic partners reg¬ 
istration at City Hall, and will be 
available at the City Clerk’s office. 

The forms will also be made 
available through hospices, med¬ 
ical facilities, and funeral direc¬ 
tors. Hawley also said that inves¬ 
tigators from the Medical Exam¬ 
iners office will also routinely 
carry the form when they respond 
to cases under their authority. 

Both Fraser and AIDS Legal 
Referral Panel director Irwin 
Keller urged lesbian and gay cou¬ 
ples to talk about the reality of 
death and the need for clear di¬ 
rectives to avoid snafus and prob¬ 
lems about the disposition of re¬ 
mains when the time comes. 

Keller said that the forms 


would be unnecessary if people 
routinely filled out durable power 
of attorney healthcare authoriza¬ 
tions - or if state laws were 
changed to allow same-sex mar¬ 
riage or to give domestic partners 
such powers automatically. 

He said that hospital room dis¬ 
putes regarding the disposition of 
remains between a surviving do¬ 
mestic partner and the deceased 
partner’s estranged parents are 
not infrequent. 

“We see this all the time,” he 
said. “Those are the most stressful 
times for everyone.” 

Keller told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the affidavit form sup¬ 
porting a claim to control dispo¬ 
sition of bodily remains was de¬ 
signed to “cover the coroner’s ass” 
in situations where a domestic 
partner wants to assert the right. 

“But, that’s an ass we want cov¬ 
ered,” he said. 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano re¬ 
cently held hearings into com¬ 
plaints about the medical exam¬ 
iner’s office, including charges of 
discrimination by gay men whose 
lovers died of AIDS, but Fraser 
said Medical Examiner Boyd 
Stephens notified the city attor¬ 
ney’s office “many months ago” 
over his concerns that San Fran¬ 
cisco’s domestic partners registra¬ 
tion doesn’t address the disposi¬ 
tion of remains. 

“He talked to us before there 
was any controversy or allegations 
about the medical examiner’s of¬ 
fice,” she told the B.A.R. ▼ 


Youths come to SF to discuss HIV

n estimated 700 Bay Area 
youths are expected to turn 
out for the second annual 
Unity Jam and HIV Summit on 
Friday, May 10 at The San Fran¬ 
cisco County Fair Building, locat¬ 
ed at 9th Avenue and Lincoln 
Way, organizers say. 

The youths will attend a vari¬ 
ety of workshops related to HIV, 
listen to live entertainment, and 
have a chance to tell policymakers 
about how AIDS/HIV has affected 
their lives, said Health Initiatives 
For Youth spokesperson Bill 
Bourdon. 

The event is co-sponsored by 


Walden House, Inc., a drug reha¬ 
bilitation program, and the Bay 
Area youth agency consortium 
Americorp, Bourdon said. 

“We expect a diverse range of 
young people from 14-24 years 
old from all over the Bay Area,” 
Bourdon told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “Essentially, they will di¬ 
vide in morning session work¬ 
shops around issues such as low 
self-esteem; discrimination; and 
sexual, drug, and alcohol abuse 
that youth and experts feel are 
HIV-related.” 

The youths will also develop 
an action plan for addressing the 
problems, and a panel at the con¬ 
clusion will address the issues and 
tell adult policymakers, media, 


and other participants how they 
should respond to the problems 
and recommendations. 

The event will be attended by 
representatives from state Assem¬ 
blywoman Carole Migden, and 
Supervisors Tom Ammiano and 
Michael Yaki; Walter Burt of the 
State Office of AIDS; and repre¬ 
sentatives from the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, Bourdon said. 

According to the Health Initia¬ 
tives For Youth, more than half of 
the people infected with HIV in 
American every year are under the 
age of 25. In San Francisco alone, 
the group says, an estimated 4,000 
people - “enough to fill 130 buses 
or 200 classrooms” - are infected 
with HIV.

Public hearing on anti¬ 
gay noise Wednesday

he San Francisco Permits 
Bureau has scheduled a pub¬ 
lic hearing on the sidewalk 
preachers known as SOS [Save 
Our Souls ministries/coalition] 
for 1 p.m., Wednesday, May 8. 

SOS has been disrupting vari¬ 
ous neighborhoods, especially tar¬ 
geting the Polk and Castro dis¬ 
tricts, since 1979. Several efforts by 
community organizations, work¬ 
ing in conjunction with the police, 
have only stopped the SOS from 
employing their tactics for periods 
of up to two months at a time. 

During the past several 
months the SOS has resumed its 
actions, in violation of the city’s 
electric bullhorn code. The regu¬ 
lations state that permits must be 
obtained and that bullhorns can¬ 
not be employed after 10 p.m. Gay 
rights activist Paul Bernardino 
videotaped SOS members, with 
their leader Larry Rosenbaum, 
using an electric bullhorn system 
in the Polk district until 10:43 
p.m. one night last November. 

The SOS permit has been re¬ 
voked, and Wednesday’s hearing 
is to hear the group’s appeal. 


Footsoldiers 

The hearing is due in large 
measure to some persistent work 
by Bernardino, who has been in¬ 
volved with this issue throughout 
its San Francisco history. In 1980 
he took part in the gay protests 
against the fundamentalists’ Na¬ 
tional March for Jesus, which lob¬ 
bied support for Reagan’s presi¬ 
dential election. The fundamen¬ 
talists retaliated on Twin Peaks 
and in the Castro by smashing 
signs carried by gay activists. 

“The SOS is part of the local 
footsoldiers for the radical right,” 
Bernardino told the B.A.R. “The 
SOS tactics are a form of gay 
bashing and harassment.” 

Members of the SOS coalition 
include Larry Rosenbaum/SOS 
(Oakland), the Vineyard Christ¬ 
ian Fellowship (San Francisco), 
Youth With a Mission (SF), and 
the Open Bible Church on Mar¬ 
ket Street near the Castro. PBS re¬ 
ported in 1984 the SOS had close 
political and religious ties to the 
violent military dictatorship of 
former President Rios Montt of 
Guatemala, via El Verbo Church.

Even with hundreds of donat¬ 
ed hours by a variety of profes¬ 
sionals - including architect Larry 
Friesen of Friesen Architects, 
Gensler Architects, and Levi 
Strauss and Company’s AIDS Ac¬ 
tion Team - as well as the volun¬ 
teer efforts of Precision Manufac¬ 
turing and others, the cost of the 
job stands at about $200,000, 
Grubb said. 

“Although this is the number 
one AIDS facility in the country 
for treatment and services, you 
wouldn’t know it by the appear¬ 
ance of the ward,” he said. 

Open in three weeks 

“For too long, the very dedi¬ 
cated staff and a more deserving 
public have suffered with an out¬ 
dated and antiquated facility. We 
felt something needed to be 
done,” Grubb told the B.A.R. 

The changes at the site include 
accessible bathrooms for people 
with disabilities, replacement of 
floors, more logically arranged lab 
and examination space for health¬ 
care providers (including replaced 
exam room desks, tables, and desk 
chairs, plus installation of privacy 


curtains), and an improved, less 
congested reception site at the 
outpatient clinic. 

“They didn’t even have acces¬ 
sible bathrooms,” Grubb said. 
“The whole ward just screamed 
out, ‘Do me! Do me!’ It’s such an 
old facility.” 

The outpatient ward was 
closed for a week during the de¬ 
molition of the old bathrooms 
and other major work, and al¬ 
though the construction work is 
still not complete, the San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital ward will 
be completely renovated, replete 
with new interior paint and finish, 
in about three weeks, he said. 

Some of the costs for the reno¬ 
vation of the ward were under¬ 
written by The San Francisco 
Hospital Foundation, Levi 
Strauss, The Herbst Foundation 
and the Academy of Friends, 
Grubb said, but an estimated 
$20,000 still needs to be raised to 
cover costs. 

The renovations are much 
needed and much appreciated, 
said Dr. John Stansell, the medical 
director of SFGH AIDS services. 

Stansell said that the outpa¬ 
tient clinic serves 3,500 patients a 
year: 2,500 for primary AIDS care 
services and another 1,000 who 
are seen for in a variety of subspe¬ 
cialty care clinics including en¬ 
docrinology, dermatology, and 
neurology clinics on the former 
obstetrics labor and delivery 
ward. ▼ 
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More burritos in the Castro? 
Si, iUnamas!

Castro Street gay bar will 
shut its doors at the end of 
May, and a Pen insula-based 
fast food burrito chain called 
jUnamas! will open at the site, 
after receiving approval from the 
San Francisco Planning Commis¬ 
sion Thursday, April 25. 

Larry Odhner, owner of the 
Night Shift bar at 469 Castro 
Street, declined to discuss reasons 
for the bar’s closure, saying he 
would defer comment until after 
the restaurant has opened. 

The burrito franchise is ex¬ 
pected to open at the site, Odhn¬ 
er said. It will be at least the fifth 
taqueria to operate in a three- 
block area that now includes Za¬ 
pata’s, Bad Man Jose, Rosie’s Can¬ 
tina, and Pozole. 

The San Francisco Planning 
Commission oversees the conver¬ 
sion of non-restaurant commer¬ 
cial Castro property to restau¬ 
rants, Under the terms of a ten- 
year-old legislative moratorium, 
and its approval of a conditional 
use permit was necessary to con¬ 
vert the Night Shift premises. 
Cove Cafe owner Mordecai Licht¬ 
enstein told the B.A.R. he is livid 
that the commission approved 
the permit, and denounced the 
decision as “crooked.” 

”1 just don’t know what to say. 
This is nuts. It’s just amazing. I 
am so disgusted,” he said. 

Lichtenstein said the Castro 
area was glutted with restaurants, 
and no one in city government 
appeared to be taking the restau¬ 
rant moratorium seriously, or 
cared about the impact on exist¬ 
ing Castro merchants. 

Fraudulent opposition? 

Although some merchants 
and others protested the plans for 
the site at the Planning Commis¬ 
sion meeting, supporters of the 
project were also present. 

Odhner charged that some of 
the letters of opposition sent to 
the Planning Commission were 
fraudulent, and said the restau¬ 
rant chain had hired a handwrit¬ 
ing analyst who determined they 
were written by a single individ¬ 
ual. He also said a site search 
showed many of the letters were 
purportedly sent from locations 
that were non-existent. 
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At the SFPC meeting, Larry Odhner (center) alleged that “some of the letters of opposition" received by the 
Planning Commission were fraudulent. 


The owners of the restaurant 
contacted Merchants of Upper 
Market & Castro for support for 
the new venture, according to the 
group’s president, Barry Herman- 
son. MUMC supported the per¬ 
mit application, he told the 
B.A.R. 

“We were faced with a deci¬ 
sion that it was either going to re¬ 
main a bar or become a restau¬ 
rant,” he said. “At the time we 
were approached it was already a 
done deal.” 

Odhner described the restau¬ 
rant chain that will open the 
jUnamas! outlet at the Castro 
Street location as an “excellent 
small chain that’s really popular 
on the peninsula.” 

The owners of the chain are 
not homosexual, but Odhner told 
the Bay Area Reporter that they 
were “gay friendly.” Hermanson 
said that unlike some other 
chains wanting gay business, 
jUnamas! didn’t make any 
promises of community involve¬ 
ment, or offer cash contributions 
to AIDS service groups as a pub¬ 
lic relations effort as it set up 
shop in the neighborhood. 

Hermanson and others said 
they wished there were a greater 
diversity of businesses in the Cas¬ 
tro neighborhood. 

“It would be nice to see a 
wider mix. It’s hard to believe that 
all those restaurants make any 
money,” he said. 

Some other recent changes on 
Castro Street include the reloca¬ 
tion of The Jerusalem Shoppe;

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Speedy solution 


> t took Ronald Reagan seven years to 

mention the rampant epidemic that 
i was killing gay men while he was pres¬ 
ident: AIDS. Earlier this week, Bill Clinton 
turned his attention to the other epidemic 
that’s been tearing the gay community 
apart: methamphetamines. It, too, has been 
a worsening plague for the last seven years 
or so, and it’s about time everyone starting 
getting upset enough to do something 
about it. 

Even as Clinton announced his new¬ 
found commitment on Monday, he ac¬ 
knowledged the road ahead is uncertain. 
He and most other sensible people know by 
now, based on Prohibition and other pro¬ 
hibitions, that the government can’t make 
people stop taking the drugs they like. 

But what laws can’t do, people can. 

Meth’s damage to gay San Francisco is 
evident to any observer. The lives that have 
crashed, the businesses that have gone 
under, the HIV infections that have been 
passed: these are no secrets. The toll, 
whether measured in lifespans or dollars or 
friendships, is enormous and getting worse 
every day. 

Even so, there are some people who be¬ 
lieve this town, with its hippie history, may 
be an impossible place to stamp out any 
kind of drug use. We disagree, partly be¬ 
cause the history of this town also suggests 
a fearlessness in the face of adversity, and 
partly because this situation is so bad that a 
laissez-faire attitude about the problem also 
is the problem. 

Ignoring it and hoping it’ll just go away 
simply invites disaster. There are still living 
people who can remember and describe 
Harlem at its heyday as the kind of place 
you couldn’t wait to get to. Then heroin 
came along, the officials ignored the prob¬ 
lem, the residents ignored the problem, and 
soon the neighborhood crumbled. Now it’s 
a place where you can’t wait to get out, the 
fault isn’t all due to heroin, but there’s no 
doubt it contributed to the downfall. 

Is that the future history of gay San 
Francisco, too? 

Many people already talk about the Cas¬ 
tro’s heyday in the past tense, longing for a 
time not-so-long-ago. The guest editorial¬ 


ist on this page is only one of those who re¬ 
member what it was like when people had 
fun ... differently ... than they do now. Part 
of that difference is AIDS, of course, and 
part of it is the speed. San Franciscans have 
always been willing to put up one hell of a 
fight against AIDS. Isn’t it time for 
the same kind of fight against Vv.' 
speed? 

The first thing to consider: all 
drugs are not created equal. The — 
idea that crystal is no worse than 
the other drugs out there is new, is a 
myth, and is dangerous to honest ef¬ 
forts to legalize medical mari¬ 
juana, for example. The fact is, 
even at Haight-Ashbury’s 
height, most of its residents 
were conscious through the hash smoke 
and acid haze that “Speed Kills.” Only in the 
last five years has that lesson been forgot¬ 
ten, but it’s not impossible to bring it back 
to the attention of our friends who need re¬ 
minding. 

And we must. The government cannot 
do it for us - and it’s doubtful anyone 



would want them to have that much power 
over us, anyway. The real motivating factor 
(and excuse us if we sound like some Capi¬ 
tol Gang windbag here) is through the pri¬ 
vate sector. That means you. 

If you genuinely care about friends who 
are snorting, shooting, smoking, or swal¬ 
lowing meth, you really can do some¬ 
thing - in fact, some things - to 
change the situation. Don’t share 
with them, for a start, no matter how 
tempted you are. That may make it 
easier for you to ask them not to do it 
in front of you. Then call them on 
^ their obnoxious behavior when 
they’re tweaking - go ahead, 
try to name one single person 
who isn't obnoxious on it; and 
before you name yourself, ask 
your friends if that’s really true - and what¬ 
ever you do, don't buy it. 

Next time you want a rush and you feel 
you have to empty a few twenties from 
your pockets, try putting the money in an 
AIDS Emergency Fund jar instead. You 
might be amazed how much better it 
makes you feel. ▼

ongratulations on your 25th An¬ 
niversary and congratulations to the 
Imperial Monarchs for 30 years of 
service to the gay community. I especially 
enjoyed your Anniversary Issue. In it you 
listed the various Emperors and Empresses, 
various Parade Names, and various Leather 
Title holders throughout the years. 

However, I feel a group of individuals, 
who also had a persistence of vision and 
who contributed a great deal to the gay 
community, were inadvertently omitted. I’d 
very much like to acknowledge some of 
these individuals here. This is in no way 
meant as disrespect to the Emperors and 
Empresses of San Francisco, but rather to 
salute other individuals (title holders and 
non-title holders) that contributed enor¬ 
mously to the history of the gay communi¬ 
ty over the last 25 years. 

I feel I owe it to them (and for some, 
their memory) to make sure no one forgets 
our contributions to the gay movement in 
San Francisco. 

As title holders in San Francisco, we 
went on dates with strangers, we were wait¬ 
ers and waitresses at celebrity dinners, we 
attended Tavern Guild meetings, we acted 
in plays, we were sold as slaves at auctions, 
we attended “Blessing of the Bikes” cere¬ 
monies, and we were judges at other con¬ 
tests, etc. But most of all, we worked as a 
Team with the reigning Emperors and Em¬ 
presses for whatever project that was going 
on at the time. 

First of all, I wish to acknowledge Gard¬ 
ner Pond (known to me as “Auntie Pond”) 


and his lover Emperor V, Hector, for getting 
me involved in the gay community at such 
an early age - I was 19. I’m so grateful to 
them because they taught me the true 
meaning of Gay Pride. I love you! 

The day after I was crowned Miss Gay 
California I (at California Hall on Saturday, 
January 26,1974, along with Ron Ross, aka 
Emma May Von Gay, crowned Mr. Gay San 
Francisco III), I was a bridesmaid in the 
wedding of a Queen and a Cowboy - name¬ 
ly Tacky Ruth, Closet Ball Queen I, and Jess 
Molina, Mr. Cowboy III (their wedding 
picture hung in a San Francisco muse 
um). Other bridesmaids included 
Empress Maxine VIII (I loved her 
laugh), La Kish Hayworth (very in¬ 
volved in the Society for Individual 
Rights [S.I.R.]) and the communi¬ 
ty - see enclosed copy of S.I.R.’s 
Mary Kish Mess program); Tsari¬ 
na Luscious Lorelei (gave 
a lot of time and money 
to the community), and if 
I remember correctly one 
of only two Tsarinas in the Imperial Court 
system (the other was Tsarina VooDoo, who 
also contributed a lot to the community). 

Along with Ron, Mr. Gay San Francisco 
III, my counterpart was Ken Leetzow, Mr. 
Gay California II, whom I miss very much 
(once Ken and I literally put our lives on the 
line to raise money for Operation Concern 
- see enclosed flyer where we were human 
targets); Toni, Miss Gay San Francisco I (if 
she had to, she would wear the same dress 
five times - red dress, white boa, and tiara - 
just to appear at a function if it helped 
someone or some organization); Lenny 
Lynn, Miss Gay San Francisco II (even with 
bad eyes that girl could sew some beads - 



she and I and Maxine spent many after¬ 
noons in the New Bell Saloon laughing, 
beading, and trying to come up with new 
ideas for functions); Ray, Mr. Gay San Fran¬ 
cisco ? (I or II, I can’t remember which) and 
his lover, Jerry, who were always working on 
some function; Grand Duchess H.L. Perry 
(a bitchy queen who always wanted to be 
Empress and always wanted me to wear a 
wig, but I wouldn’t) yet she gave a lot to the 
community; Tammy Lynn, Miss Gay San 
Francisco III (remember her big hair); Bill 
Tolan, Mr. Cowboy ? (IV); and a host of 
many others. 

Additionally, some non-title holders 
who worked hard for the community over 
the years and truly deserve special 
mention are: Dixon (Polk Street 
Sally); Richard Novak, Bobby

Sales pitch 

I was at Davies Medical Center (“ACT UP/SF: 
Wrestling at the Forum,” March 21 B.A.R.) listening 
to Don Abrams and Paul Volberding advocate the two 
latest blood-oriented AIDS therapies - testing for 
viral load from the blood and antivirals in combina¬ 
tion with protease inhibitors. I’ve been to two of these 
advocacy seminars, but this time, aside from the com¬ 
plete lack of serious dialogue that typifies these 
events, physical assault occurred. 

Those who were assaulted were demanding dia¬ 
logue; Abrams and Volberding refused to answer 
questions, forcing them to become more 
insistent. So frustrated were the organizers 
of the event they threw out the question¬ 
ers physically. That is what I saw. 

Abrams and Volberding are major re¬ 
cipients of AIDS grant money, mostly 
from pharmaceutical companies; their 
grant-financed research focuses on an¬ 
tivirals and protease inhibitors and 
viral load testing. If a car salesman for 
Ford says Fords are the best car on the 
market, we are savvy enough to know what that 
means. But most people go brain dead when an M.D. 
starts his sales pitch. 

Another big AIDS grant recipient is Jay Levy at 
UCSF, whose research focuses on long-term survival 
and not antiviral drug therapy. This is what he said in 
Science on the subject: “Before advocating anti-retro- 
viral therapies, a clear assessment of their effect on 
parameters influencing the clinical course of the dis¬ 
ease should be provided. A major target in therapy 
should be the source of the virus, the virus-infected 
cell, and not its products so that significant effects on 
viral load and clinical outcome might be achieved.” 

A February editorial in the Journal of the Ameri¬ 
can Medical Association said, “The value of viral load 
to predict disease progression is still controversial; 
however, the measure is considered more credible 
now. Dr. Calvin Cohen...says doctors want a predic¬ 
tive test and that viral load appears to be promising.” 
Hardly a ringing endorsement. 

Actually Abrams and Volberding are aware of the 
toxicity and limited efficacy of antivirals and protease 
inhibitors and the unreliability of CD4s and viral load 
as surrogate markers in general. They pepper their 
comments with cautionary phrasing. Volberding: “We 
came away from the conference mildly optimistic. 
Have we been here before?” Abrams: “We know what 
protease inhibitors do to the virus but not to the pa¬ 
tient.” 

In the spirit of health and truth, I challenge them 
to a real debate on the merits of viral load testing and 
antiviral and protease inhibitor combos as therapy. 

The only organization that doesn’t accept money 
from the drug companies is the organization of the 
assaulted ACT UP/SF. I know those beaten will agree 
to the debate. But in the meantime, don’t bet your life 
on what a couple of salesmen say.

I would like to share with your readers something 
that happened to me while I was at Kaiser Hospital 
on Geary Blvd. in San Francisco. 

Now I am not complaining about the medical 
treatment, because I feel that my Dr. and I are work¬ 
ing together to get me the best treatments available. 

On 3/20/96,1 had an appointment at Kaiser, so 
when I got to my appointment, the nurse told me to 
go brush my teeth and rinse my mouth. I proceeded 
to throw the toothbrush and cup away in the trash. 
But guess what I saw. On the lid of the trash can 
someone wrote “FAGS DESERVE AIDS.” 

At first I thought what ignorant fool did this, and 
it didn’t bother me until I was on my way home, and 
the anger, frustration and harassment set in. I called 
Kaiser and was transferred to the customer assistant 
department and spoke to Lily. I told her what I saw, 
and she said she would take care of the problem. 

On 3/22/96, I had another appointment with 
Kaiser, and I just wanted to see if they took care of the 
problem, but the trash can was still there. So my 
friend and I went down to the HIV benefits office and 
spoke to Randy about what we saw and informed him 
that I already spoke to Lily about the problem. Randy 
then introduced us to his boss Mary Beth, and we ac¬ 
tually took her to the bathroom to show her what was 
on the trash can. She was shocked and said she would 
take care of it at once. 

On 3/28/96 I had to go back to Kaiser for another 
test and went to see if the trash can had been 
removed, but it was still there. I again 
f called Randy on the same day and left a 
message to call me back. Randy returned 
my call, and I yelled and screamed at him 
because no one took care of the problem. 
He said that he would take care of the 
problem and that I should receive a let¬ 
ter of apology from Kaiser. 

This letter is not intended to harm 
the people involved, because I want to be¬ 
lieve that they had to go through the proper channels 
to get the problem solved. 

In closing I am an HIV-positive man and can’t be¬ 
lieve something like this would happen at a medical 
hospital, and how many doctors, nurses, and other 
hospital staff saw this and yet did nothing about it, 
and what about the families, friends, and loved ones 
that saw this that are dealing with a loved one dying. 

I guess they just don’t care, or can’t be bothered 
with such a small problem.

17’s (Counseling Psychology)” Committee on Gay, 
Lesbian, Bisexual Concerns, not the entire APA. 

Third, I attended the University of Missouri, not 
Kent State University. I was referring to my antiwar 
student activism, which included being a part of stu¬ 
dent strikes in response to the killing of students at 
Kent State University and Jackson State University 
during demonstrations against the President Nixon- 
ordered military incursions into Cambodia in 1970. 

Fourth, I served on the Executive Board of the 
University of Missouri’s Gay Liberation Front, not 
Michigan, and participated in the resulting Universi¬ 
ty of Missouri v. Gay Liberation Front U.S. Supreme 
Court case which was won by the GLF for the stu¬ 
dents at the University of Missouri. 

And finally, I did not establish the first gay and les¬ 
bian career counseling program while I was in Chica¬ 
go.

Until the time they 
do, isn’t nice to have a retailer where whatever profits 
that are generated ARE sent to AIDS charities? 

In addition, a large proportion of the money 
raised that “benefits Under One Roof directly” goes 
to seed-grants. These help some of the smaller agen¬ 
cies make their first purchase of goods to sell in the 
store. Without this fund, some of the small, lesser- 
known charities would never be able to take part in 
any profits of the store. This is the only fundraising 
means these smaller agencies have, and I know that 
they are grateful for the help that Under One Roof 
provides them. 

If Mr. Murphy would like to spend his money else¬ 
where, no one is forcing him to shop at Under One 
Roof. However, next time he writes a letter, would he 
please recommend another retailer that shoppers can 
visit whose profits go to AIDS charities? Perhaps, too, 
he could try NOT to compare apples with oranges 
next time.

That is until 
my fifth year of self-indulgence with crystal-meth 


when my HIV progressed to AIDS and I almost died. 
I’m really tired of these glamorized notions of “going 
out with a bang” that many HIV-positive speed users 
entertain. I found out the hard way: It isn’t glamorous 
at all and you may not “go out with a bang.” 

It’s sheer hell, it’s slow and it fucking hurts! 

He may call it a selfish motive, but I don’t intend 
to shut up about the truth of what speed does to us 
physically, psychologically and socially. 

However, Mr. Sutterfield may do as he wishes, no 
one is stopping him. His cry of “leave us alone” tends 
to sound a bit paranoid. I don’t know what those cre¬ 
dentials A.S.S.D. after his name mean, but perhaps he 
should drop the D.

Sour grapes? 

I do not recall having previously read Beth Elliott’s 
column, but for some reason it caught my eye in your 
April 18th issue. In common humanity I can sympa¬ 
thize with her disappointment at not being nominat¬ 
ed for a Cable Car award. Anyone with the least spark 
of ambition must have experienced being passed over 
for recognition at some time or other. 

But her public expression of disappointment was 
likely to evoke neither admiration for her dignity nor 
praise for her journalistic talents. If one is going to be 
sour about a lost award, why not aim higher? In six¬ 
teen years in San Francisco, I have almost never heard 
the Cable Car awards even mentioned in conversa¬ 
tion, which leads me to conclude that the Cable Car 
awards are virtually unnoticed by gay people in San 
Francisco, except among the award organizers, the 
candidates for awards and their closest friends. 

The high-minded sour-grapes approach is to con¬ 
clude that the award is not worth having, and then to 
ignore it as much as possible. Alternatively, one can 
study how to change one’s own work to attract the 
coveted award another time. Both approaches almost 
require keeping public silence about one’s disap¬ 
pointment, and it is too bad that Ms. Elliott couldn’t. 

But to go from generally criticizing the awards to 
specifically attacking a successful competitor is un¬ 
professional, and a convincing show of unfitness for 
a journalistic award. Such a bald public display of bit¬ 
terness can really only justify itself by brilliance of ex¬ 
ecution. Alas, Ms. Elliott bit off more than she could 
chew in her syntactically tortured imitation of her 
rival’s run-on sentence style. It is reminiscent of the 
Herb Caen write-alike contests, where the lameness 
of the imitations forces one to respect the original 
more. But perhaps tortured syntax is her gag -how 
else to account for such a clause as, “the only people 
to whom it counts to come off as your reinvented per¬ 
sona before that transformation is complete are the 
other transplants doing the same thing.” It may be 
English, but it sure don’t go down easy. 

Though it will discredit my opinions in Ms. El¬ 
liott’s mind, I am not ashamed to say that I find the 
Nan Parks column the most consistently readable 
local writing in the gay press. I like its distinctive prose 
rhythms, its clarity of intent and the humor of its sit¬ 
uations. I do not know what Ms. Elliott means by the 
“one-note gag” and “single gag” she finds in Nan 
Parks. The run-on sentence style I regard as part of 
the author’s personal voice. The column is basically a 
first-person soap opera. Whether fact or fiction, I find 
it humanly true. It is certainly not to everyone’s taste, 
but I cannot understand Ms. Elliott’s finding it polit¬ 
ically offensive. 

What I find offensive is Ms. Elliott’s making a con¬ 
nection through several loosely reasoned paragraphs 
between liking Nan Parks and ripping off queer char¬ 
ities. Ms. Elliott is evidently fond of the terms ‘ditzy’ 
and ‘clueless,’ but has much to learn about where they 
apply.

V : o be sure, it’s a long time 
from “May ’til November” - 
K particularly in politics; just 
ask George Bush - but the Bob 

Dole for President campaign is 
very definitely heading nowhere 
fast, and the GOP is starting to get 
very nervous. With some polls 
showing President Bill Clinton 
leading the GOP nominee-in- 
waiting by as much as 20 percent¬ 
age points, and even Ross Perot’s 
probable third-party candidacy 
not seen as a factor, Dole could be 
facing a trouncing in November 
reminiscent of Lyndon John¬ 
son’s landslide victory over Barry 
(“In your heart you know I’m 
right”) Goldwater in 1964 - and 
he just might take some Republi¬ 
can Senate and House candidates 
down with him. 

Could a fall from glory like the 
one that happened to then Presi¬ 
dent Bush four years ago occur 
again? Not impossible but not like¬ 
ly. The difference in 1996 over 1992 
is that James Carville, the wily 
campaign strategist for 
this incumbent president, 
isn’t one to sit on his po¬ 
litical laurels despite any 
polls, plus there doesn’t 
seem to be much desire 
on the part of many 
powerful Republicans 
to help Dole 
make a real 
race out of this. 

To be sure, 

Bob Dole and 

the Republican Party will receive 
a “bump” in the ratings following 
their August San Diego conven¬ 
tion, and Bill Clinton’s 20-some¬ 
thing percentage point lead will 
narrow. However, the forecast for 
Mr. Dole and those Republican 
candidates running on the ticket 
below his name includes lots of 
dark clouds on the horizon. 

The only way that the Kansas 
senator can even begin to hope to 
knock off Bill Clinton is by artic¬ 
ulating some firm beliefs and 
principles, not the general homi¬ 
lies he tosses off from time to 
time. Otherwise, as syndicated 
columnist Cal Thomas predicts, 
the senate majority leader will be 
overwhelmed by the “slickest 
campaigner, promise-breaker and 
fence-straddler in the history of 
modern politics.” 

One interesting thing I find in 
the failure of the dolorous one to 
catch on is that not even Speaker 
Newt Gingrich, who could lose 
his powerful position in the event 
of a real Clinton landslide, seems 
to be trying very hard to assist his 
cohort. True, Newt’s popularity 
has taken a dive as well, but if 
Dole is to have the remotest 
chance of winning, he needs a 
fighter like Gingrich to be the 
campaign hit man. 

Sure, having Newt out there on 
the stump calling the president 
and the Democrats names is 
chancy, but even his most ardent 
political enemies would agree that 
Newt is the perfect one for the 
job. It may be that Clinton, the 
Democrats, and even the press 
would scorch the combative and 
often unlikable speaker beyond 
recognition, but if he does noth¬ 
ing, he runs the risk of losing the 
speakership and once again being 
banished to the back benches. 

The political question of the 
year is whether or not the Repub¬ 
lican Party - a party that has sold 
its very soul to the religious right, a 
party wealthy enough to raise the 
tens of millions necessary to elect

At the time of Murphy’s evil AIDS 
jokes, many San Francisco stores 
sent his videos and tapes back to 
their distributors. If David Letter- 
man has any respect for those 
who have died of AIDS or are now 
living with the disease, he will 
cancel Eddie Murphy. Otherwise, 
Letterman and CBS deserve all the 
aggravation they are very likely to 
get.

Different take 

The morning of my first really 
long hike of the season, I was lis¬ 
tening to the radio while fixing 
breakfast. Sarah McLaughlin’s

“And I would be the one/To hold 
you down/Kiss you so hard/I’ll 
take your breath away.” I’d finally 
just picked up the CD, but the 
song hit me differently this morn¬ 
ing. 

I’ve been dating a woman 
whose life is in such flux she’s 
nowhere near ready to consider 
whether we’re potential girlfriends 
or anything. I’ve met a lot of 
women in that position over the 


past year, most of whom were still 
coming off a breakup (I know this 
is unusual for lesbian dating, eh?). 
We’d make dates, then they’d fudge 
on how much of a date it was and 
say they were really just looking for 
friends right now, and yada yada 
yada. The Texas Artist Babe, on the 
other hand, is simply setting a 
boundary at the old slipping into 
couplehood through mere dating 
inertia routine, while putting 
no damper on our passion. 

At times it’s been disori¬ 
enting, but it feels much 
more honest - and, hey, 
that boundary leaves plenty 
of room for the sexual at¬ 
traction between us 
without conflating 
the genuine affection 
into a premature 
step onto the 
commitment 
track. And I, 
who have had 
more second-place finishes than 
my heart can stand, more meeting 
the right woman at the wrong 
time than I care to think about, 
woke up and heard a song about 
erotic power and realized how 
much of it I have. 

The last song to resonate 
through me and turn the big spot¬ 
light on my love life had been the 
Cranberries’ “Linger” - reminding 
me of the fingers I’d wrapped my¬ 
self around, feeling both alive and 
hopeless at the same time. I think 
I prefer knowing that whatever 
else may happen with this woman, 
she keeps telling me I’m incredibly 
hot - not only with words but 
with her whole body. I prefer hav¬ 
ing a sense of my desirability this 
way, rather than through whether 
or not I’m coupled or discernibly 
moving in that direction. 

Incredibly alive 

As I drove up to the hills, my 
sense of myself as a dynamic, de¬ 
sirable woman had me feeling in¬ 
credibly alive. I knew it through 
both feelings and rational con¬ 
sciousness; I knew my power 
came from both body and mind - 
and mind expressing itself 
through the body - and through 
honoring and exercising my ca¬ 
pacity for feeling joy. Yet I didn’t 
even have to put it into words in 
my head. I just knew it. (And all 
this was before hitting bud and 
trail.) Yes, I thought - this is what 


we’re all about. 

I’d gotten myself primed for 
this on the drive up to Skyline 
Boulevard by popping into the 
trusty Space Van’s tape deck the 
final mix of the Bucktooth 
Varmints’ instrumental tracks for 
Hillbillies on the Moon (which 
opens next week at Theater Rhi¬ 
noceros - Yo Beth sez check it 
out). In addition to my Hofner 
bass, I’d hauled out every¬ 
thing but the kitchen sink 
for the recording sessions 
-six- and 12 -string gui¬ 
tars, dulcimer, and auto¬ 
harp. (Our drummer was 
going to play banjo for the 
bluegrass number, but 
inexplicably quit a week 
before the session dates; 
fortunately, I 
had my old 
instrument 
friends to call 
lovingly back 
into action.) It sounded great, and 
I felt so proud that my friends and 
I had made that totally bitchin’ 
recording. 

I parked not at the popular 
and therefore crowded Skyline 
Gate to the parklands but a mile 
south at the Moon Gate, near 
which there’s a bench with a vista 
of Mt. Diablo. The trails there 
were familiar - the ex-lover with 
whom I’d first moved across the 
bay to Oakland and I used to hike 
here, by ourselves or with small 
groups of women friends; since 
then, I’ve done most of my hiking 
up here at Roundtop.

“What are you talking about?” 

I gestured silently and shushed 
her as she annoyedly demanded 
to know what craziness I’d have 
her pay attention to. “Never 
mind,” I shrugged, resuming 
walking when the sound stopped. 
Once we’d passed the intersecting 
trunks, the music began again. 
“Thank you, trees,” I whispered

aid programs shift to managed 
care, “the needs of women with 
HIV/AIDS are rarely considered 
as policy makers mandate 
changes on the state and local 
level.” 

In the second report, titled 
“Ten Principles,” the researchers 
suggest women-centered AIDS 
prevention, including research on 
woman-controlled prevention 
methods, gender-based behav¬

he mixture of homophobia 
and athletics is especially 
volatile. Some of the most 
stale and stinging stereotypes have 
been nourished in the pop culture 
of sport. “Dyke” is a routine epi¬ 
thet for demeaning the athletic 
prowess of all women; a “fag” is 
any boy who “throws like a girl.” 
As a derisive label, “homosexual” 
is attached to women who do and 
men who don’t show an extraor¬ 
dinary interest in sports. 

Typically, the very weight of 
homophobia in sports has been 
matched by an equally-pressing 
(and reinforcing) denial. ABC’s 
Wide World of Sports took a step 
towards breaking that silence in 
an April 20 broadcast. 

The show’s weekly “Women in 
the Game” segment promised 
“candid interviews with gay ath¬ 
letes and coaches who speak about 
their fears and accomplishments, 
as well as their loneliness, depres¬ 
sion, and isolation.” According to 
network vice president Lydia 
Stephans, “ABC dealt with high- 
profile pro athletes in both male 
and female sports, as well as col¬ 
lege administrators and coaches. 

“The slant is how it’s detrimen¬ 
tal in women’s sports,” Stephans 
further explained. “It’s a sports 
issue and not just a women’s sports 
issue, but it seems it’s women’s 
sports that always is labeled as hav¬ 
ing a homophobic problem.” 

Among the athlete-celebrities 
interviewed were Major League 
umpire Dave Pallone and tennis 
pro Martina Navratilova. 
Navratilova drew attention to a 
significant - and sexist - bias she 
has observed amongst sports 
journalists. In her experience, re¬ 
porters follow different rules in 
regard to gay men and lesbians: 
“I’ve asked a lot of writers this: 
‘Have you ever asked male ath¬ 
letes if they were gay?’ None of 
them have, but many of them 
have asked women athletes if they 
are gay. They treat male athletes 
differently. They protect them.” 

Even before the program aired, 
the nation’s most-widely circulat¬ 
ed newspaper - USA Today - ap¬ 
plauded ABC for its coverage. In 
his April 17 column, Michael Hi- 
estand offered a quick “kudos to

Washington Watch is a newslet¬ 
ter published by the Family Re¬ 
search Council (FRC), a tax-ex¬ 
empt lobby that promotes homo¬ 
phobia in legislation and social 
policy. The March 26 issue in¬ 
cludes an editorial by FRC presi¬ 
dent Gary Bauer - “Bashers, 
Bombers and Bigots” - in which 
he suggests that recent arson at¬ 
tacks on African-American 
churches are tied to pro-choice 
groups, AIDS activists and “radi¬ 
cal homosexuals.” 

The “current wave of church 
bombings,” argues Bauer, recalls 
the work of “members of the 
ACT-UP group,” who “several 
years ago ... invaded St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral.” With rhetoric espe¬ 
cially ironic for the leader of a 
hate group, Bauer asserts: “There 
is evidence of a pattern here, a 
pattern that suggests a conspiracy 
to violate our civil rights laws. ...

He adds, “It does not help the 
cause of religious tolerance when 
the federal government itself 
treats religion as a suspect classifi¬ 
cation. Christian employees of the 
Federal Aviation Administration 
are still finding their request to 
start a prayer group stiff-armed 
by bureaucrats who welcome gay 
activist groups.”

that while ELLIPSE is a tremen¬ 
dous “hidden asset,” its presence 
in the county community needs 
to be strengthened. 

One goal that Spitz wants to 
see achieved is a greater develop¬ 
ment of a community youth out¬ 
reach, an activity on which volun¬ 
teer Robert “Bert” Olsen is already 
involved. Olsen said that he got 
interested in this activity through 
the President’s HIV Report, which 
cited the youth of America as jhe 
group most in danger of infection 
today. 

“One of our first steps was to 
solicit all the schools in the coun¬ 
ty,” Olsen told the B.A.R. “The re¬ 
sponse has been tremendous, 
with requests coming in daily for 
presentations. We work on a two- 
step plan, with AIDS 101 and all 
the basics first, then a second step 
on living with AIDS.” 

Olsen also asserted that two 
more steps are necessary: an in¬ 
school liaison who could be a peer 
that students would feel comfort¬ 


able approaching, and a “safe 
place,” where teens could hang 
out and go for counseling and re¬ 
sources, such as condoms. 

Cathy Van Atta said that work¬ 
ing with practical supplies was a 
solid experience, but being with 
her buddy Al for two years was the 
strongest reward - particularly 
when she succeeded in the human 
relations matters with Al’s funda¬ 
mentalist family. 

“Plus the learning,” she added 
emphatically, “in coping skills.” 

Case load coordinator Ginny 
Warnes copes with a full-time vol¬ 
unteer load, managing assign¬ 
ment of new clients and handling 
an 80-client group herself. “It’s set 
me on a spiritual path,” Warnes 
told the B.A.R. “I get back more 
than I give.” ▼

SF forum addresses 
assisted suicide

n the wake of court rulings 
f" that allow medically-assisted 
8 suicide in a dozen states, a 
forum of healthcare workers and 
medical ethicists convened Satur¬ 
day, April 26 in San Francisco to 
determine how best to carry out 
the wishes of someone who wants 
to die. 

Debate focusing on euthanasia 
has heated up since two recent 
federal appeals court decisions 
permit the practice in 12 states. 
Now the medical communities 
are searching for acceptable 
guidelines for the practice. 

The forum focused on guide¬ 
lines and implementation, with 
input from national leaders in 
medicine, nursing, hospice, law, 
social work, ethics, religion, and 
public policy. 

Dr. Timothy Quill, a board 
member with Death with Dignity 
Education Center, said the med¬ 
ical community is presently at a 
loss as to how to proceed. No one 
wants the responsibility of being 
the first to carry out the now legal 
procedures. 

“The legally safe position has 
been for the physician to walk 
away [from a patient requesting 
the procedure], so we’ve gone 
from almost no options to a num¬ 
ber of possibilities,” Quill said. 
“What we’re doing now is build¬ 
ing on safeguards to guide this 
through the next phase.” 

Lonny Shavelson, author of A 
Chosen Death: The Dying Con¬ 
front Assisted Suicide , said that 
when a patient asks their physi¬ 
cian now about assisted suicide, 
the answer is still likely, “I don’t 
know.” 

“There is nothing to go by - no 
one has any answer under the cur¬ 
rent narrow guidelines,” Shavel¬ 
son said. “We’re making it a com¬ 
munity-based decision so that no 


hospital will get the brunt of de¬ 
cisions.” 

If the Death with Dignity Edu¬ 
cation Center’s guidelines are ac¬ 
cepted, institutional protocols 
could then address what the pa¬ 
tient wants and needs without the 
fear of repercussions, he said. 

Spokesmen for the Death with 
Dignity Education Center, based 
in San Francisco and sponsor of 
the forum, said the guidelines for 
regulating the practice of physi¬ 
cian-assisted death are a last re¬ 
sort for the terminally ill. The 
Death with Dignity Education 


Center is a national organization 
that promotes comprehensive, 
humane and responsive care for 
terminally ill patients. It is made 
up primarily of physicians, nurs¬ 
es, ethicists and hospice care 
workers. 

The seven guidelines, published 
in the New England Journal of 
Medicine, emphasize excellence in 
care for the dying - not necessari¬ 
ly prolonging life, but maintaining 
quality for as long as possible. 

The guidelines allow assisted 
suicide if the patient’s condition is 
incurable and associated with se¬ 
vere, unrelenting suffering, and 
the patient must clearly and re¬ 
peatedly request to die rather than 
continue suffering. 

Under the guidelines, the 
physician must ensure the pa¬ 
tient’s suffering is not the result of 
inadequate comfort-oriented care 
and that the patient’s judgment is 
not distorted. 


The guidelines also state that 
physician-assisted death should 
only be carried out in the context 
of a meaningful doctor-patient 
relationship and independent 
consultation should be obtained 
to ensure that the patient’s request 
is voluntary and rational. 

Connie Holden, director of 
Hospice of Boulder County in 
Colorado, said that while the Na¬ 
tional Hospice Organization has 
opposed legalization of physician 
assisted suicide, the organization 
is becoming more receptive to the 
issue. 


“We have no intention of 
abandoning people at this diffi¬ 
cult time,” Holden said. “We care 
about patients and are willing to 
be with them despite the decision 
they make.” 

Only states in the Ninth and 
Second district Court of Appeals 
are affected by the rulings that 
state that physician-assisted death 
should be available only to people 
who are terminally ill and mental¬ 
ly competent. 

The Second Circuit includes 
Connecticut, New York, and Ver¬ 
mont. The Ninth Circuit includes 
Arkansas, Arizona, California, 
Hawaii, Idaho, Montana, Nevada, 
Oregon, and Washington.

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LA gay man 
arrested for 
assisting 
PWA’s suicide

os Angeles District Attorney 
Gil Garcetti must decide by 
May 8 whether to proceed 
on an assisted suicide case that is 
receiving national attention. The 
case also threatens to spark an 
election-year right-to-die debate 
in California, where assisted sui¬ 
cide is a criminal felony. 

The case centers around Keith 
Greene, 36, who last December 4 
tearfully re-attached a fallen hose 
to the window of James North- 
cutt’s sealed but running car. 
Northcutt, whose health rapidly 
declined with AIDS in July of 
1995, had attempted suicide be¬ 
fore and begged his lover of eight 
years for help. He had already in¬ 
gested 100 pills of Chlorohydrate 
500 mg and 10 Seconals. After 
taping the hose up, Greene left - 
at Northcutt’s insistence - return¬ 
ing to a garage full of carbon 
monoxide. 

When Greene thought he saw 
Northcutt’s hand move, he went 
inside to call Northcutt’s business 
manager, then climbed in the car 
next to his lover. When the busi¬ 
ness manager arrived, he called 
his attorney, who told him to call 
the police. 

A dazed Greene didn’t hesitate 
to tell the police what happened 
and why - but when he said he 
helped attach the hose, the police 
arrested him for assisted suicide. 

According to police, who put 
out a press release on the matter 
within two hours of Greene’s ar¬ 
rest, they arrested him because of 
“conflicting testimony” that be¬ 
came more suspicious when they 
learned he was due to inherit $2 
million from his lover’s estate. 
Northcutt’s family has since inter¬ 
ceded. 

Lesbians and gays have been 
pressuring Garcetti to drop the 
case, and before the March pri¬ 
mary he seemed sympathetic. But 
with a close race with his deputy 
DA John Lynch approaching, 
Garcetti has become uncharacter¬ 
istically silent.

“I’m not getting any of my 
calls returned from anyone in 
Garcetti’s office,” says attorney 
John Duran, who is representing 
Greene. “I don’t know what’s 
going on over there - if they’re 
hunkering down to politically fig¬ 
ure out how this will cut in his re- 
election bid, or whether they’re 
hunkering down because they’re 
trying to figure out a way to get 
out of a sticky political situation. 

“I know some of his gay and 
lesbian deputies are pressuring 
him on this issue. They’re all in a 
political and legal turmoil and 
they’re just being silent.” 

Duran says the DA has until 
Wednesday of next week to drop 
the charges or they go to prelimi¬ 
nary trial in Santa Monica, where 
the state has to prove it has suffi¬ 
cient evidence to go forward. 
Meanwhile, Duran is prepared to 
file a motion to suppress with the 
Superior Court, claiming that 
Greene was not read his Miranda 
rights by LAPD. Additionally, he 
is getting ready to file an appeal to 
challenge the constitutionality of 
the California statute making as¬ 
sisted suicide a felony. 

“Even if Keith’s case is re¬ 
solved, this issue is not over,” 
Duran says. “We’ve got to go to 
the Legislature and get this law 
rewritten. Otherwise families re¬ 
main vulnerable to criminal pros¬ 
ecution.” ▼

Most first-time buyers can qual¬ 
ify for a mortgage loan, but they 
may need help from a “related” fam¬ 
ily member to make the down pay¬ 
ment or elosing costs on their home. 
There are loan programs that mini¬ 
mize the down payment and elosing 
costs for first-time buyers. These 
programs usually require that 3 to 5 , 
percent of the purchase price come 
from the buyers’ fund, not from a 
loan or gift.

S ay, lesbian, and bisexual 
voters represent a political 
force that could tip the 
scales in some key battleground 
states in the 1996 presidential 
election, according to a survey re¬ 
leased Thursday, April 25 by the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task

The survey said gay, lesbian, 
and bisexual voters comprise 3.2 
percent of the electorate, roughly 
equal to the size of the Latino 
vote. In the 1992 elections, 
185,684,000 registered to vote; 
104,552,736 made it to the polls. 
The NGLTF report is based on a 
sample of 15,488 voters compiled 
by Voter News Service.

The release of the report came 
just one day after White House 
and congressional negotiators 
agreed to rescind legislation re¬ 
quiring HIV-positive military 
personnel be discharged from ser¬ 
vice.

Many of these states, including 
Michigan, Texas, Florida, and Cal¬ 
ifornia, are considered by both 
parties to be key battleground 
states where a small percentage of 
the electorate could tip the vote 
either way. 

But the survey also revealed 
that gay and lesbian voters remain 
primarily concerned with issues 
such as expanding government 


people with AIDS and gay and 
lesbian people.” said Paras. “We 
also know that no one in good 
conscience could continue to sup¬ 
port such a mean-spirited provi¬ 
sion.” 

The survey, considered by 
NGLTF to be the first reliable 
gauge of the size of the gay voting 
population, showed that gay and 
lesbian voters turned out for Bill 
Clinton by a large margin in 1992 
and continue to support the pres¬ 
ident. 

But VNS exit polls of the 1994 
midterm election revealed that 
only two-thirds of the gays who 
voted in 1992 turned out to vote 
in 1994. 

NGLTF blamed the lower 
turnout on reduced attention to 
gay rights issues and overall dis¬ 
appointment with the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration’s handling of gays in 
the military and its “don’t ask, 
don’t tell” policy. ▼

Gay groups organize for ’96 elections

Jf% ay issues have exploded in 
the 1996 presidential cam¬ 
paign in an unprecedented 
way” according to John D’Emilio, 
director of the NGLTF Policy In¬ 
stitute. His was one of three 
groups that laid out their versions 
of the 1996 campaign season for 
the gay and lesbian community at 
a Thursday, April 25 news confer¬ 
ence in Washington. 

“Power at the Polls: The 
Gay/Lesbian/Bisexual Vote” is a 
report written by D’Emilio, based 
upon exit polling data collected 
by Voter News Service in the 1992 
and 1994 elections. It claims to be 
“the first statistically reliable por¬ 
trait” of those “self-identified” 
voters. [See previous page.] 

“Because gays, lesbians, and bi¬ 
sexuals cannot be easily identified 
- as can groups based on gender, 
race, and religious affiliation - 
their role in the political process 
has been understudied and, too 
often, dismissed,” he wrote. 

D’Emilio’s analysis shows that 
“self-identified” vote as 3.2 per¬ 
cent of the total. It is concentrated 
in larger urban areas, is younger, 
and “leans heavily towards liberal 
positions on key issues.” 

But because he did not do 
multi-variant regression analysis, 
it is unclear how, if at all, self- 
identified urban gay and lesbian 
voters differ from their age, gen¬ 
der, racial, and educational peers. 
Furthermore, it seems that those 
who are urban dwellers, younger, 


and more liberal would be more 
likely, or more willing, to self- 
identify as lesbian or gay. Thus the 
picture offered, while valuable, is 
of a subset and not the entire gay 
and lesbian community. 

Carmen Vazquez, director of 
public policy at the New York Les¬ 
bian & Gay Community Services 
Center, announced “Promote the 
Vote.” It is the first nationwide 
project of the National Associa¬ 
tion of Lesbian and Gay Commu¬ 
nity Centers (NALGCC). 

“Promote the Vote” plans to 


register and mobilize 200,000 gay 
and lesbian voters by election day. 

LGBT VOICES ’96 (Voices Or¬ 
ganized in Coalition for the Elec¬ 
tion) is a San Diego-based grass¬ 
roots effort of more than 30 local 
and national organizations. It is 
organizing a series of meetings 
and events in San Diego leading 
up to the Republican National 
Convention in that city in August. 

“During the Republican Con¬ 
vention, VOICES ’96 aims to ex¬ 
pose the radical right for what it 
is - a threat to democracy, a threat 


to diversity, and the real threat to 
family values in this country,” said 
co-chair Tony Valenzuela. 

Melinda Paras, executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force (NGLTF), thinks 
“the Republican party is at a 
threshold and has to make hard 
choices about pro-choice and 
women’s issues, about gay issues. 
That is what is at stake in these 
elections, that is what we are bat¬ 
tling over.” 

The group was asked why 
there were no similar efforts 


aimed at the Democratic Nation¬ 
al Convention in Chicago, in light 
of the fact that the gays in the mil¬ 
itary debacle happened under De¬ 
mocratic control of Congress. 

NGLTF spokesman Robert 
Bray said, “There will be activities 
and actions at Chicago.” But he 
could offer no details such as the 
series of events planned for San 
Diego. “The radical right’s main 
avenue of advancing its agenda 
into mainstream politics is 
through the Republican Party,” 
said Bray.T

AFL-CIO supports gay 
workers’ conference in SF

i ohnJ. Sweeney, the president 
j| of the 16.3 million-member 
w American Federation of 
Labor and Congress of Industrial 
Organizations, has endorsed the 
second annual Pride At Work 
conference, a two-day lesbian and 
gay labor conference that will be 
held in San Francisco for June. 

Sweeney sent a contribution of 
$2,500 to help defray conference 
expenses, and issued a public 
statement urging all affiliated na¬ 
tional and international unions 
and state and central labor coun¬ 
cils to support the conference. 

“The AFL-CIO is on record, in 
policy and action, in opposition 
to discrimination based on sexual 
orientation,” Sweeney said in a re¬ 
cent statement about the event. “A 
number of AFL-CIO affiliates 
have effective organizations for 
gay and lesbian members within 
their own structures, and they 
work closely with their members 
to oppose injustice and discrimi¬ 
nation and to mobilize communi¬ 
ty-based support for worker’s 
democracy and justice and digni¬ 
ty on the job.” 

In his public statement, 
Sweeney urged affiliated groups to 
send contributions and staffers to 
the conference, and said it was 
important that unionists meet “to 
exchange ideas and information 
on ways to combat discrimination - 
and to fight right-wing attacks on 
both the labor movement and the 
gay and lesbian community.” 

The endorsement is a major 
acknowledgment of the efforts of 
local lesbian and gay labor orga¬ 
nizers - and is proof-positive that 


labor is not in the closet on gay 
rights or surreptitious in its ef¬ 
forts to help lesbian and gay labor 
groups or causes, Pride at Work 
co-chair Howard Wallace told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

“It demonstrates that labor is 
willing to come forward in a pub¬ 
lic way to express support,” he said. 

No gay-baiting 

Wallace is an organizer with 
Service Employees International 
Union Local 250, the largest 
union in Northern California, 
and is a veteran of labor organiz¬ 
ing that dates back to the early 
1970s. 

He told the B.A.R. that union 
leadership was stereotyped as big¬ 
oted during the Nixon era by the 
rhetoric of conservatives such as 
George Meany - but said labor 
has historically been less homo- 
phobic than left-wing groups. 

‘The labor movement has 


never had a puritanical streak,” 
Wallace said. “I’ve found more 
homophobia coming out of the 
left, and far less coming out of the 
labor movement. The left has 
changed in recent years and come 
around fairly strongly. But I’ve 
never experienced a lot of gay- 
baiting in the labor movement. 

“There was a lot of homopho¬ 
bia in the left in the early ’70s.” 

Pride at Work expects several 
hundred labor union organizers, 
rank and file members, executives, 
and others from around the coun¬ 
try to attend the two days of con¬ 
ferences and workshops. T

i|p here was plenty of news 
about queers in the media 
I last week. As is increasingly 
the case these days, it’s hard to say 
whether gays won any of the con¬ 
flicts. Let’s just say we did better 
on some than on others. Our best 
shot was the canceling of the ban 
on HIVers in the military. Not 
nearly as good was the meeting of 
the United Methodist Church, 
which decided to maintain its ban 
on gay deacons. Finally, there was 
a column by William Safire on gay 
marriage - and I still can’t figure 
out it was a plus or a minus.

Out of hand 

The United Methodists came 
to this year’s convention knowing 
they would have to deal with ho¬ 
mosexuality, and set 
about it in a good 
Christian manner. 
But things quickly 
got out of hand, as 
they so often do 
when homosexu¬ 
ality is mentioned. 
There was a fair 
amount of gay- 
affirmative lan¬ 
guage - calls for 
Methodists to be 
“a holy community that embraces 
sexuality as a good gift of cre¬ 
ation.” It would appear, reading 
between the lines, that most of the 
church leadership was in favor of 
allowing gays in the UM. 

This sense was heightened 
when a group of 15 bishops issued 
a statement claiming that they 
personally found the anti-gay 
stuff “ran against their personal 
convictions.” However, they made 
it clear that they would maintain 
the rules of the Methodist 
Church. 

Despite this, the conservatives 
in the church were outraged by 
this insubordination and created 
such a stink that it’s hard to say 
who benefited from the statement 
more. Finally, after more than a 
week of debate, the motion went 
to the floor to be voted on by the 
1,000 delegates. It failed, 600 to 
400. And this despite the fact that 
the majority of church leaders ap¬ 
parently supported it. 

This is a dynamic we see more 
and more as the mainstream reli¬ 
gions try to deal with gays and les¬ 
bians. Basically, a few liberals raise 
the issue. They take it to the bish¬ 
op or whatever the locat leader¬ 
ship is, and he gives them his full 
support. Eventually, they decide 
that the whole church should be 
doing this, and they go to the gen¬ 
eral council for some healthy de¬ 
bate and a vote. 

And every time this is where 
they get taken by surprise. Not 
only is the church majority igno¬ 
rant on the topic, they enjoy that 
ignorance. And they’ll fight like 
hell to keep such pinko ideas out 
of their church. And they usually 
win. 

The only major church to per¬ 
mit the ordination of gays is the 
United Church of Christ, which 
musters a mere 1.5-million mem¬ 
bers - the Methodists claim 8.5 
million. The church coasting on 
the edge right now is the Episco¬ 
palian. A heresy trial prelude - the 
formal structure of the charge of 
promoting homosexuality - was 
held over two months ago, but no 
result has yet been issued. 

It would certainly be interest¬ 
ing if the Episcopal Church has a 
heresy trial, its first in a hundred- 
plus years. One assumes the 
church leadership wants to avoid 
it. It’s the conservatives again who 
see the elimination of homosexu¬ 
ality as the universal top priority. 

What’s particularly ironic is 
the Episcopalian clergy is possibly 
the queerest to be found in any re¬ 
ligion, even more so than the 
Catholic priests. I’d feel sorry for 
them if they weren’t priests.

Gay prez candidate denounces AIDS Grove

bill recently introduced in 
|! House of Representatives by 
I Congresswoman Nancy 
Pelosi that would give San Fran¬ 
cisco’s AIDS Memorial Grove the 
recognized status of a national 
memorial is under fire by Wash¬ 
ington AIDS activist and presi¬ 
dential candidate Steve Michael. 

The AIDS activist is at odds 
with Pelosi over her failure to co¬ 
sponsor the Nadler AIDS Cure 
Act. 

Pelosi’s bill, H.R. 3193, is a 
mere “election year stunt” that 
would give memorial status to 
“nothing more than a cheap po¬ 
litical opportunism and a money¬ 
making scam operation,” Michael 
said in an April 16 press state¬ 
ment. 

Michael’s comments drew a 
swift reaction from Kerry Enright, 
the Grove’s executive director, 
who said the response to AIDS 
had many sides - and that anger 
and grief were both “appropriate 
responses” in the continuum of

William Safire’s musings on 
gay marriage are typical of that 
slippery conservative writer. He 
makes a lot of comments that sug¬ 
gest he supports it, but careful 
reading makes it clear he does not. 
For example: “Libertarians like 
me have a tough time with same- 
sex marriage because we despise 
discrimination, cherish privacy, 
and reject homophobia.” Sounds 
okay, if just a touch weird? He 
continues: “When we express re¬ 
luctance to rush to make a funda¬ 
mental change in the legal and re¬ 
ligious definition of a family, edi¬ 
torialists assail ‘entrenched anti¬ 
gay bigotry.’” 

Safire is writing mostly to 
mourn the death of an attempt to 
come up with a “domestic part¬ 
ner” law that would offer so much 
of what marriage does that the 
lawsuit which Hawaii faces would 
be satisfied. I’ve counted on this 
for a long time and, alas, do not 
share my brother columnist’s take 
on it. It may be dead, but it’s not 
buried, and it wouldn’t surprise 
me to see it revived just in time to 
stave off the institution of same- 
sex marriage in Hawaii. 

Its failure seems to have upset 
Safire, though for purely prag¬ 
matic reasons. He’s pretty sure 
that Hawaii will pass its law per¬ 
mitting same-sex marriage and 
that soon enough the whole 
country will have happily legally 
married gays and lesbians. Since 
his side was going to lose anyway, 
he would have preferred the do¬ 
mestic partner law to just plain 
holy wedlock. 

That the trend is turning to¬ 
ward gay marriages is document¬ 
ed by Safire himself. He points out 
that the Netherlands has just 
passed a bill permitting same-sex 
marriage. This would mean that 
any queer living anywhere in Uni¬ 
fied Europe could hop to Holland 
and hook up, and come home 
with a marriage that his or her 
own country has to acknowledge. 

At this point I don’t know if I 
would get married if I could. I’m 
not sure how it would affect my 
benefits and so on. But the possi¬ 
bility should be there, and to 
Safire’s quiet rage, it may be soon 
enough. ▼

“The AIDS Memorial Grove is 
about grief,” Enright said, point¬ 
ing out the site was under the di¬ 
rection x>f the non-profit Tides 
Foundation, a nationally 
renowned environmental founda¬ 
tion. 

Enright firmly denied the 
group “sold space to memorialize 
the dead,” as Michael put it, but 
did acknowledge that donors in 
the “Circle of Friends” campaign 
could have friends’ names memo¬ 
rialized in an installation at the 
site, as part of an effort to raise the 
capital for a $1 million perpetual 


care endowment. 

The installation is a flagstone 
circle of more than 2,000 names 
of people touched by the AIDS 
crisis. With a million dollars al¬ 
ready raised for the fund, space 
for names remains available - at 
$1,000 per name. 

Enright said that the Grove’s 
existence will reach people who 
may otherwise never feel the im¬ 
pact of AIDS, and said it is sup¬ 
ported by contributions from 
people from all walks of life who 
may not otherwise support an 
AIDS cause. 

Launched in 1991, the 15-acre 
site at the former Laveaga Dell, lo¬ 
cated at the east end of Golden 
Gate Park, is scheduled to be 
mostly completed by the end of 
the year. 

‘I feel your pain nonsense’ 

Michael derided Pelosi’s bill as 
a publicity grab. 

“Pelosi wants to give herself 
and Bill Clinton an AIDS photo¬ 
op just before the election. I feel 
your pain nonsense. Photo-ops 
don’t save lives,” he said. 


Although a spokesman for 
Pelosi told the Bay Area Reporter 
that the Congresswoman would 
not respond to Michael’s com¬ 
ments, he said that Pelosi did not 
support the Nadler measure for a 
variety of reasons. 

The measure would provide 
$1.5 billion over five years to de¬ 
velop a cure for the disease. 

“The bill has a number of po¬ 
tential problems that could cause 
a setback for AIDS research,” said 
Pelosi aide Steve Morin. 

One of the provisions of the 
Nadler Act would allow the gov¬ 


ernment to claim control through 
imminent domain of any AIDS 
drugs developed with funds from 
the bill - which would dissuade 
pharmaceutical companies from 
trying to develop such medica¬ 
tions because there would be no 
profit from their development, 
Morin said. 

Morin also said that conflict-of- 
interest regulations in the measure 
would prohibit the kind of collab¬ 
oration necessary, between 
biotechnology firms and academic 
and university scientists and re¬ 
searchers, to develop such drugs. ▼

New AIDS 
study overturns 
old theories

A small study of AIDS pa¬ 
tients challenges the idea 
that the virus kills by mu¬ 
tating so quickly the human im¬ 
mune system cannot keep up and 
finally collapses, researchers said 
Friday, April 26. 

People who get sick and die 
quickly may actually have low di¬ 
versity in the genetic substrains of 
virus that develop in their sys¬ 
tems, said Steven Wolinsky from 
Northwestern University Medical 
School in Chicago. 

He and colleagues tracked the 
course of the disease and viral di¬ 
versity in six patients chosen for 
the differences in the way their in¬ 
fection progressed. 

The two patients whose symp¬ 
toms flared up fast and who died 
within three years turned out to 
have low viral diversity. 

Two of the other patients had 
symptoms that progressed more 
slowly, and two showed little 
damage at all, remaining in decent 
health for eight to ten years. 

All of these slower-progressing 
patients showed more diversity in 
the viral types circulating through 
their blood systems. 

The findings come from a col¬ 
laboration of researchers at the 
Chicago laboratory, David Ho 
and others at New York Universi¬ 
ty School of Medicine in New 
York, and Los Alamos National 
Laboratory in New Mexico. 


The high diversity of virus 
substrains in the patients with 
slow symptoms can be explained 
in terms of evolutionary theory, 
said Avidan Neumann from Los 
Alamos. “The stable patients had 
a good immune response that put 
selection pressure on the virus to 
change again and again, but that 
did not lead to an earlier onset of 
AIDS,” he said. 

Researchers also considered - 
and largely rejected - the possibil¬ 
ity that the patients who lived 
longer had a gentler form of the 
virus. Tests found no difference in 
the rates that the virus replicated 
or in other disease-causing prop¬ 
erties. 

What researchers did find were 
differences in the strength of the 
patients’ immune responses to the 
virus. The patients who had a low 
number of the immune-system 
killers primed to pick off infected 
cells were the patients over¬ 
whelmed by the disease first. 

This result upset another theo¬ 
ry of AIDS progression. Previous¬ 
ly some researchers had suggested 
that the body does itself a diservice 
by mounting a huge counterattack 
against AIDS-infected cells, weak¬ 
ening natural defense systems in 
the process of fighting the disease. 

The new study, however, 
linked strong immune responses 
to better disease-progression 
rates. 

The new study is small, how¬ 
ever, and researchers caution 
more work is necessary. ▼

Born in Hell’s Kitchen, 
he never lost his New Yorker street mouth that got him into trouble. To 
the end, he was still swearing and wisecracking in his dreams.

Tim Oates, an innovative store de¬ 
signer and a founding director of Under 
One Roof, the San Francisco shop that 
benefits the AIDS community, died on 
Friday, April 19.

Blackswan was born in Detroit, and, after moving as a child to a farm in 
Illinois with his family, left to join the Chicago drag bar scene at age 16, 
eventually becoming a headlining performer. He earned a degree in social 
work from George Williams College, and spent his junior year in India. 

In his long and varied career he worked as an activist, community organiz¬ 
er, drag diva, clothing artist, English teacher in Tokyo, hairdresser, radio¬ 
commercial performer, manager at Xerox, Director of the Gay 
Community Center in San Francisco, taxi driver, and nanny. 

Gryphon's recent community activism included service on the Boards of 
Directors of radio station KUSP and the Billy Club, a northern California 
HIV and gay/bisexual men’s service organization. He served as a Project 
First Hand speaker for the Santa Cruz AIDS Project, was a member of the 
Closet Free Radio Collective of KZSC, and wrote for Santa Cruz's 
Lavender Reader. In 1994, he served as Master/Mistress of Ceremonies 
for Santa Cruz's annual Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, and Transgendered 
Celebration. 

He will long be remembered as a catalyst for change in the lives, realities, 
and communities of a very large circle of friends whom he touched with his 
insight, intelligence, love, articulate speech, candor, and wit.

the group’s mission statement. 
Corporate sponsorship also grew 
in the same period, she noted. 

No HIV mention, either 

GLMA Executive Director Ben 
Schatz, who was attending the re¬ 
ception inside, told the B.A.R. the 
issue will be discussed at a board 
meeting next month in Minnesota. 

“The transgender movement is 
very closely tied to the gay/lesbian 
movement, but is not necessarily 
identical,” Schatz said, adding the 
focus of the organization is on gay 
and lesbian issues. 

Schatz went on to state that 
gender identification issues are 
also important to the GLMA, 
along with an array of other med¬ 
ical concerns, such as AIDS/HIV. 

“We don’t have anything about 
HIV on our letterhead,” Schatz 
said. “I think the transgender 
members ended up feeling hurt, 
and I understand that. The board 
is meeting again, and we’re look¬ 
ing to discuss the issue.” 

Schatz acknowledged that the 
GLMA board probably did not 
handle the entire issue as well as it 
could have. He also called the 
demonstrators orderly, saying, 
“The people out there [marching] 
are being respectful and encour¬ 
aging dialogue.” 

Although the rally was peace¬ 
ful, Shaffer, Lawrence, and others 
want action taken next month 
when the GLMA board meets. 

“We are demanding reinstate¬ 
ment of transgender inclusion, 
popular election of GLMA board 
members, and the symbolic resig¬ 
nations of GLMA President Val Ul- 
stad, MD, and Executive Director 
Ben Schatz, esq.,” Shaffer stated.

gender doctor Anne Lawrence, the 
GLMA in 1984 was trans-inclusive 
in its letterhead and mentioned 
transgender patients in an organi¬ 
zational list of concerns. 

Shaffer and Lawrence were 
joined by other transgender 
physicians and supporters, who 
chanted, “Gay doctors, get a clue. 
Some of us are some of you!” and 
“We’ve got some pride inside and 
we won’t hide!” 

Reception attendees sipped 
drinks and looked down at the 
protest from behind the dlib’s roof 
plaza railing, upon which was hung 
a banner for the American Associ¬ 
ation of Physicians for Human 
Rights, the former name of the les- 
bian/gay medical organization. 

“In February of this year the 
GLMA Board of Directors voted 
to remove transgender from the 
letterhead, a fact most of the 
members are unaware of,” 
Lawrence told the B.A.R. 

Shaffer said, “This is really shat¬ 
tering to the trans community,” 
and pointed out eight transsexual 
physicians are members of GLMA. 

“All this trans-exclusion stuff is 
based on Middle America finding 
transgender people abhorrent,” 
Shaffer said, adding, “I’ve certain¬ 
ly not found that to be true. 

“I found I’m accepted by the 
doctors and nurses at hospitals 
where I practice, and I was inter¬ 
viewed in the New York Times on a 
transgender brain issue.” 

She added that GLMA mem¬ 
bership grew from 1,400 to 1,800 in 
the past year with the term “trans-

Added Shaffer, “To the GLMA, 
closets are health hazards, and now 
they’re telling the trans community 
they belong in the closet. I find that 
to be an unbearable hypocrisy.” 

“It’s very hard to march in 
protest of a gay and lesbian pro¬ 
fessional organization that has 
such a fine reputation for promot¬ 
ing the general queer community” 
said Vicky Kolakowski, chair of the 
Bay Area Transgender Law Associ¬ 
ation and Workshops (BATLAW) 
and one of those protesting. 

“But it’s impossible to promote 
unity through silence, by ignoring 
the actions of a small group of peo¬ 
ple who covertly try to exclude 
whole segments of our community. 

“The only reasonable response 
to such actions is to bring them 
out into the light,” she added, “even 
if it means making some noise and 
ruining somebody’s party.” T

Castro was discussed as a possible 
site for inclusion in the film, and 
added that he’s worried the Cas¬ 
tro is missing out. 

However, said long-time Cas¬ 
tro Street resident Enrique Men¬ 
doza, a financial contribution to 
the community, either by Murphy 
or the production company, 
wouldn’t make much difference if 
the comic didn’t apologize. 

“I’d have to hear it from Eddie 
Murphy’s mouth,” he said. 

“About two weeks ago they were 
here on a daily basis,” he told the 
B.A.R. “Kids were going around 
and asking questions and writing 
stuff down. They said that Eddie 
Murphy was thinking of shooting 
a movie in the Castro and they 
were canvassing door-to-door.” 

Mendoza said that after one 
canvasser mentioned Murphy was 
interested in making a “sizable do¬ 
nation to the Castro,” his response 
was swift. 

“She said, ‘The Castro.’ It was 
vague. I said, 7 am the Castro.’ I 
told her that they should hire 
from the community and steam- 
clean the streets,” he said. 

When Mendoza mentioned that 
Murphy had a bad reputation in the 
lesbian and gay community, he was 
told that was a “long time ago.” 

“I said,‘Yeah, but it’s problem¬ 
atic.

Man of 
the world 

Playwright Craig Lucas 
kvetches about Clinton, 
AIDS and stupid critics

N ew York playwright and screenwriter Craig 
Lucas is in love with the Bay Area. His en¬ 
tire face brightens when he talks about it.

Lucas wasn’t here last week just to smell roses and 
peek into gardens. He was here to see previews of his 
play Missing Persons, which opens this week at 
Berkeley Rep under the direction of Penny 
Metropolus. 

“Missing Persons,” the playwright told me in a re¬ 
cent interview, “is the story of a middle-aged 
woman, a tenured English professor at Swarthmore 
College, whose son has come home to live with her. 
His wife is unemployed and the couple is broke. The 
play takes place on Thanksgiving day and the main 
character is wrestling with all of the ways she has 
failed in life.” As is typical in a Lucas play, something 
transformational occurs towards the end that makes 
all the introspection worthwhile. 


Mixing art and activism 

Lucas, 44, has been writing for 15 years. He is bes 
known as the author of the script for Longtime Com 
panion as well as the play and screenplay for Prelud 
to a Kiss. The playwright has worked in regiona 
theatre, on Broadway, and in film. Probably as a re 
suit of Longtime Companion, Lucas is often peggec 
as a “gay playwright,” a label he neither exclusively 
pursues nor is averse to wearing. Mixing a little ac¬ 
tivism with his art is just fine. Apropos this, Luca; 
has several movie projects in the works, all with gay 
characters. Somewhat surprisingly, he shared thal 
“No doors have been closed in my face.”

Romance in the rain 

Jacques Demy’s ‘Umbrellas of Cherbourg’ returns to the screen

T reat yourself to a refreshing shower in 
rainwater next week when the Castro 
screens a restored print of Jacques 
Demy’s 1964 masterpiece The Um¬ 
brellas of Cherbourg (Les Parapluies de Cher¬ 
bourg). This supremely romantic anomaly 
from France, an international sensation at 
the time of its release, took top honors at 
Cannes that year and received four Oscar 
nominations. It also made a star of an un¬ 
known 20-year-old actress named Cather¬ 
ine Deneuve. 

Time and fashion stop for nothing, how¬ 
ever, and like those other classic block¬ 
busters, Lawrence of Arabia, My Fair Lady 
and Doctor Zhivago, Umbrellas was left to 
moulder in a vault. The original negative 
and all the released prints began to fade 
badly only a decade after they were struck.

Split Personality 

Bored this week with reading 
the obits to relieve our boredom, 
we asked Patty (Queen of 
Death) Hoctel to read aloud to 
us from Anthony Holden’s fas¬ 
cinating new Tchaikovsky biog¬ 
raphy. We’ve been reading this 
book for weeks and just can’t put 
it down. Not only is it a sensitive 
and intelligent portrait of the 
composer, but it’s loaded with fas¬ 
cinating details about 
Tchaikovsky’s endless sexual ad¬ 
ventures, which included, among 
other things, teenage manservants 
and, at least throughout his 20s 
and 30s, intimate knowledge of 
Moscow’s “pedophiliac demi¬ 
monde of ‘rough trade’ and 
rent boys.’” 

Our interest in this stuff isn’t 
just prurient. We’re fascinated 
with how all the hot sex fit into 
the composer’s puzzling and un¬ 
happy life. While Tchaikovsky was 
demonstrative about his sexual 
interests, he dreaded public expo¬ 
sure as a homosexual, which re¬ 
sulted, author Holden argues, in a 
distorted double life that mani¬ 
fested itself negatively in spasms 
of self-hatred and delusional, un¬ 
realistic actions. Like, for instance, 
his marriage to the dithering and 
larval Antonina Milyukova, car¬ 
ried out, Holden contends, not 
because Tchaikovsky worried 
about her repeated threats of sui¬ 
cide if he didn’t marry her, as 
apocryphal legend has it, but to 
keep gossips from spinning ru¬ 
mors about the composer’s pen¬ 
chant for buggery. 

Holden argues that the toll this 
double life took on the compos¬ 
er’s psyche eventually led to his 
suicide. Of course, the suicide the¬ 
ory is still much disputed, the 
counter argument being that 
Tchaikovsky was too cognizant of 
his talent and fame to let mere 
emotions get in the way of a great 
career, and that it was only by ac¬ 
cident that he consumed that 
glass of cholera-laced water. Well, 
maybe. But if Tchaikovsky was

The most captivating piece of 
acting, however, aside from Tay¬ 
lor’s, is Jared Harris’ Warhol, a 
devastating portrait of the artist 
as an ambivalent gadabout, a 
Ulysses of Nothingness who floats 
through the exigencies of art and 
celebrity like a child playing with 
Legos. Harris’ Warhol gets the best 
line in the movie, when Solanas 
meets him and his crowd outside 
Studio 54 and he says to her in his 
excruciating monotone, “Oh, hi 
Valerie. We’re going to a party at 
Salvador Dali’s and we can’t take 
you with us.” Priceless. Film opens 
here May 17.

* £ he phrase “early television” 
usually brings to mind sit- 
I: corns like I Love Lucy or va¬ 

riety shows like the Ed Sullivan 
Show. This limited view is rein¬ 
forced by the fact that television’s 
endless self-recycling is restricted 
to only a few genres. Some viewers 
are probably not even aware that 
the “boob tube” was also a signif¬ 
icant source of “live” (kinescope) 
filmed theatre in the 1950s. Audi¬ 
ences who were more annoyed 
than amused by Lucy and Desi’s 
shrill squabbling, or Ozzie Nel¬ 
son’s lack of employment, could 
turn to plays and playlets by top 
writers like William Inge and 
Sherwood Anderson. This new 
medium also attracted first-rate 
actors, among them James Dean. 

Dean, who was born in 1931, 
had worked on Broadway and had 
bit parts in several films before he 
hit the big time in the mid-’50s 
with East of Eden, Rebel Without a 
Cause and Giant. But his earliest 
substantial work was done on 
television, where he honed his 
craft in more than 30 dramas. 
Three of these dramas, I Am a 
Fool, The Unlighted Road and The 
Bells of Cockaigne, will be screened 
at the Roxie on Friday, May 3. 

The Bells of Cockaigne (1953), 
shot live for the Armstrong Circle 
Theatre, is the earliest entry. In 
the film, Dean plays a financially 
strapped laborer with a sickly son. 
He gambles with his co-workers 
m a frantic attempt to raise 
money to send the boy west for a 

cure. The drama has a captivating 
O. Henryish twist, but the show is 
all Dean’s. Not only is his talent in 
full flower — two years before his

n Japan, a country where the 
national sentiment isn’t par¬ 
ticularly favorable to homo¬ 
sexuals, the idea of holding an in¬ 
ternational lesbian and gay film 
festival might be dismissed as a 
losing proposition. However, the 
efforts of a few committed indi¬ 
viduals devoted to this task are 
beginning to pay off. For four 
days next week, the fifth Tokyo 
International Lesbian & Gay Film 
& Video Festival unfolds with an 
eclectic mix of entertaining and 
provocative features, shorts, and 
documentaries about gays and

first major film — but we’re also 
treated to the pleasing sight of a 
mostly shirtless, lean and hunky 
Dean, who manages to turn this 
nearly unremarkable product into 
a tragic melodrama. In the scene 
where he’s docked a day’s pay be¬ 
cause he had to care for his son, 
Dean is a marvel to watch, cap¬ 
turing the character’s desperation 
with the simplest means imagin¬ 
able — a couple of half-finished 
sentences, darting eyes, hands 
raised in despair. 

I’m a Fool (1954), based on a 
Sherwood Anderson story, was 
shot live for the General Electric 
Theatre a few months before the 
release of East of Eden. Dean plays 
a shy, self-deluded stableboy with 
dreams of upward mobility. He 
falls for a rich girl, played by his 
future movie co-star Natalie 
Wood. This bittersweet drama 
shows Dean at his most effective, 
controlling an array of method 
mannerisms from hunched 
shoulders to halting delivery 
without letting them overwhelm 
the role. Director Don Medford 
remembers Dean’s intuitive un¬ 
derstanding of his role and his 
willingness to “direct” other, less 
sure actors. In a biography of 
Dean, author Vol Holley quotes 
Medford: “Natalie was young and 
her concentration wasn’t the best. 
At the end, just before she board¬ 
ed her train, Jimmy was relating 
to her and she turned her head 
away instead of being eye to eye 
with him as the moment required. 
So he grasped her face and turned 
it toward him'.” The shadow- 
drenched, forced-perspective sets 
and flashback structure give the 
drama a surprisingly modern feel. 

Dean continued to work 
briefly in live television even after 


lesbians. Films from the United 
States, New Zealand, the United 
Kingdom, Spain, France, and Italy 
will be premiered, along with 
films and videos by Japanese film¬ 
makers. Among the American 
films to be shown are Jeffrey, Ni¬ 
trate Kisses, and Wigstock: The 
Movie. 

The festival began as an all¬ 
volunteer organization. During 
the first two years, basic funding 
was provided by a veteran, open¬ 
ly gay Japanese activist who pub¬ 
lishes a monthly gay magazine, 
Adon.

his film career started to take off. 
The Unlighted Road (1955), shot 
for the Schlitz Playhouse of Stars, 
was his last appearance in such 
venues, released two months after 
East of Eden. Dean himself intro¬ 
duces the story in his trademark 
laconic, sweet-sad style. Unlike 
I’m a Fool and Bells of Cockaigne, 
this one was shot on film and is 
■accordingly more ambitious in 
setting and structure. Dean plays 
Jeff Latham, a Korean War vet 
who unwittingly gets involved in 
a racketeering scheme. Typically, 
the actor overlooked no detail in 
making his performance emo¬ 
tionally true. Because his charac¬ 
ter had suffered a leg wound in 
Korea, Dean played the role with a 
pebble in his shoe to force a con¬ 
stant limp. 

Those who prefer to see Dean 
as the mere “bisexual masochist” 
and “human ashtray” portrayed in 
Kenneth Anger’s quasi-fictional 
Hollywood Babylon may be disap¬ 
pointed. In these primitive dra¬ 
mas, he shows himself the equal 
of Brando or any of his peers, 
transcending the sometimes pre¬ 
dictable plots and pulling his co- 
stars up with him. ▼

tri-color print that had retained 
its original vibrancy, making 
restoration possible. Glory be, an¬ 
other movie landmark was saved 
from oblivion. Terminal roman¬ 
tics are hereby encouraged to visit 
the Castro Theatre to see the film 
during its week-long run, begin¬ 
ning May 8. 

The Umbrellas of Cherbourg 
looks and sounds like no other 
movie. The film defies categoriza¬ 
tion in any genre. Though every 
word of dialogue is sung (Demy 
wrote the lyrics; Legrand the 
music), the film cannot easily be 
called a musical — there is little 
attempt to bracket the words 
within specific hummable songs, 
the irresistible “I Will Wait for 
You” being the sole exception. In¬ 
stead, Umbrellas is built around 
sung dialogue rather than a suc¬ 
cession of songs. This device (it’s 
too thoughtfully handled to be 
called a gimmick) takes getting 
used to, but the net effect is sunny, 
even when the umbrellas are 
open. 

And with the exception of 
composer Michel Legrand, nei¬ 
ther is this film a showcase for 
musical talent. The voices of stars 
Catherine Deneuve and Nino 
Castelnuovo are hardly spectacu¬ 
lar, and the acting lacks the over- 
the-top quality we normally at¬ 
tribute to musicals. Furthermore, 
unlike most musicals, the film is 
grounded in the stuff of real life 
— the hero is a mechanic and the 
heroine works in retail. Using 
these simple ingredients, Demy 
whips up a love story of incompa¬ 
rable allure set against the wet city 
streets, the perfect backdrop for 
two lovers, their ecstatic embraces 
and heartbreaking separation. 
The visual and aural effects Demy 
employs achieve a romanticism 
without equal in film history. 

Transcends own flaws 

Umbrellas is not, however, ab¬ 
solute enchantment. At its center 
is a dreary little soap opera about 
young lovers parted by the war in 
Algeria. The paper thin plot can¬ 
not be gussied up into anything 
substantial, though a baby, diffi¬ 
cult mother, and a rich patron are 
thrown in for flavor. Clothing and 
hair styles make no attempt to be 
faithful to the late ’50s, when the 
first part of Umbrellas takes place. 
Strip away the movie’s obvious 
novelty and you’re left with a tired 
potboiler that takes ample liber¬ 
ties on plausibility and patience. 
(Furthermore, any movie that 


skirts fundamental conventions is 
likely to run into problems. Um¬ 
brellas veers into self-parody 
when a woman, fully supine, sings 
from her sick bed.) 

The project is saved, however, 
by Demy’s trademark good taste 
and innate sense of cinema’s in¬ 
ducements. The lovers must part, 
so he takes them to the Cher¬ 
bourg train station to say good¬ 
bye. The drama of trains, full of 
steam, motion and emotion, has 
been mined by everyone from 
Hitchcock to Lean to Wilder to 
Ray. Demy uses the setting for a 
singularly stunning scene as the 


camera rolls from the train to 
watch Deneuve retreat into the 
distance. The Cherbourg station 
sign comes into the foreground as 
the refrain “I Will Wait for You” 
thunders on the soundtrack 
(good luck keeping this theme out 
of your head after the final fade). 

The two stars of Umbrellas are 
immensely attractive. Seen here in 
her screen debut, Catherine 
Deneuve is economical and whol¬ 
ly at ease in front of the camera. 
Lesbian icon status notwithstand¬ 
ing, she makes a deeply convinc¬ 
ing heterosexual. A face this radi¬ 
ant could easily become vapid, 
but, thankfully, Demy’s camera

the first queer film and video 
contest in Japan, which garnered

captures an animal danger lurk¬ 
ing just beneath the perfect ve¬ 
neer. Demy paved the way for 
Polanski and Bunuel to exploit 
Deneuve’s conflicting nature to 
even more spectacular effect in 
Repulsion and Belle de Jour. 

Why does this film work so 
well? Umbrellas is still fresh and 
exciting because no director be¬ 
fore or since has played with 
music so boldly. Demy had guts 
building a film around a Michel 
Legrand score. Witness the pauci¬ 
ty of disciples ready to expand on 
his vision. Indeed, this film has 
spawned neither imitators nor in¬ 


novators. At the time of its release 
in 1964 the original American 
musical had died and only Broad¬ 
way transplants — My Fair Lady, 
The Sound of Music, Camelot — 
stood good chances of getting 
made. But The Umbrellas of Cher¬ 
bourg is further removed in spirit 
and history from these American 
products than might be expected. 
It stands apart as a decidedly sin¬ 
gular work the likes of which we 
aren’t soon to see again. ▼

One size fits all 

Sarah Brown's Bermuda Triangles

i#p he Bermuda Triangle is a 
H mysterious vortex that sup- 
II posedly sucks large entities 
like planes and boats away forev¬ 
er. In the same way, human rela¬ 
tionships have the power to ab¬ 
sorb identity, especially when the 
participants are ranging around 
new and radical terrain. 

Sarah Brown’s ingenious play, 
Bermuda Triangles, a hilarious 
romp through the experimental 
interactions of an enclave of les¬ 
bians, explores non-monogamy, 
role-playing, and S/M in the con¬ 
text of group love. 

The play is rollicking, heady, 
uproarious and chock full of ideas 
and meaning, good lines and 
great metaphors. Faltering infre¬ 
quently, the upbeat tempo and 
gleeful high energy are necessary 
to sustain the sheer outlandish¬ 
ness of the production. The cast 
works well together, skillfully por¬ 
traying extravagant caricatures 
that simultaneously maintain 
human qualities. 

Open to a charming nautical 
set, complete with an oar over the 
door, old-fashioned bar and boat 
paintings, and meet Sassafras (Jes¬ 
sica Patton) and Daddy Lou 
(Leslie Einhorn), who live in a 
welfare basement but call it a 
houseboat. 

Sassafras and her friend Is¬ 
abelle (Alexis Lezin) are girlie les¬ 
bians (“princesses”), who per¬ 
form simpering girlie kisses and 
debate the existence of existential 
doubt. And there are the Daddies, 
who take care of their princesses, 
coddle them, but must be pleased. 
The roles are so syrup thick it is 
practically burlesque. 

Sassafras, wearing a fish-print 
dress and tiara, decides she wants 
Mick, a “boy” butch lover in addi¬ 
tion to her Daddy (or even one 
for each of her personalities). The 
other princess, a Southern belle 
bearing sausage curls and pink 
dishwashing gloves, wants Daddy 
Lou; and Chelsea Chuwawa, the 
queen, is needed to make ends 
meet. High drama, shouting, 
laughing and the flinging of bod¬ 
ies across the stage (self or other) 
abound. It both relieves and en¬ 
hances the comic extremity when 
the momentum is interrupted to 
demonstrate these characters are 
conscious — and human. They 
do, after all, call each other by 
their real names, proving that they 
know they are pretending. 

But the point is to test the lim¬ 
its, break down those old walls. 
Even through children’s games like 
Simon Says, Hide & Seek, and a 
new one called Truth or Try Again 
to Tell the Truth, boundaries are 
broken and reconstructed. The 
fabulous land of make-believe and 
the reincarnated vestiges of a dis¬ 
tant childhood lead to magic, free¬ 
dom and overcoming old patterns 
of loss and destruction. Mommy 
Sassafras begins by slapping 
Mick’s face with a star wand, and 
ends by breaking her boy into 
tears and resuscitating him. 

The roles are cleverly designed 
and supported throughout. The 
play plays upon roles within roles. 
Sassafras acts the Mommy, the 
girl, and speaks through a blond 
mer-doll when she is angry. At 
Bermuda Triangles’ comedic cli¬ 
max, Sassafras and Mick burst 
into Olde English and wonder if 
they have become possessed by 
S/M Shakespeare spirits. They are 


actors within actors within actors, 
and all along exists the danger of 
losing oneself to -the role, of be¬ 
coming engulfed by the games. 

It is interesting that Brown 
only explores the varying roles in 
terms of reconstructed male-fe¬ 
male relationships, the traditional 
butch-femme interactions. The 
primary constructs are father- 
daughter and mother-son, never 
mother-daughter or sister-sister. 

But in the end, the problems 
ultimately represent the need to 
break through the rigidity of 
roles. Both Sassafras and Daddy

Promethean prolixity 

Eric Overmyer's On the Verge exults 
in adventurous word play

M I ith a hearty “Ladies! Shall 
f v v vve whack the bush?” 
m 9 playwright Eric Overmy¬ 
er’s trio of intrepid women ex¬ 
plorers begins a journey through 
Terra Incognita, the setting for 
Overmyer’s outrageously clever 
On the Verge. 

Premiered in 1985, On the 
Verge has been frequently pro¬ 
duced, but the danger in this play 
is that the people in it and the 
people creating it have to get it. 
Nothing really makes sense even 
though it has an awful lot to say 
about strong women, decaying 
cultures and the vagaries of time. 
But the whole point of the play is 
that the unknown is, well, un¬ 
knowable, so have fun and forge 
ahead. Thankfully, all involved 
with the Common Cultural Prac¬ 
tice production at the Bayfront 
Theatre get it, and their On the 
Verge is a delight. 

In the recent American Con¬ 
servatory Theatre production of 
Overmyer’s Dark Rapture, the 
playwright’s grand verbosity and 
titillating poetry stole the show. In 
On the Verge, these rambunctious 


ramblings are the show. 

The story begins in 1889 with 
three corseted adventurers pack¬ 
ing their backpacks. No-nonsense 
Mary Baltimore (Becky Parker) is 
the sagest of the three women, de¬ 
spite her almost feverish passion 
for exploration. Fanny Cranberry 
(Frances Sholly) is the only mar¬ 
ried member of the trio and also 
the most interested in appear¬ 
ances. Alexandra Cafuffle (Jen¬ 
nifer Taggart) is the youngest of 
the three and the most vibrant. 
Alex, as she is known to her com¬ 
panions, is forward-thinking: she 
fancies trousers and has po fear of 
abominable snowmen. 

Backpacks stuffed with the es¬ 
sentials, the women embark on 
their journey through Terra 
Incognita, a landscape brought 
brilliantly to life through 
Overmyer’s dazzling, dizzying 
prose. When Fanny pulls a wig 
and jeweled tiara from her back¬ 
pack, she says, “Whenever I must 
palaver with pasha or poobah, I 
don this tonsorial getup. It never 
fails to impress.” Scribbling in her 
journal, Mary recounts her expe¬ 
rience with native foodstuffs: 
“The bane of my many travels in 
the tropics is a bland, mucilagi¬ 


nous paste called manioc, made 
from the forlorn and despicable 
cassava, a tuber of dubious prove¬ 
nance.” And Alex, upon learning 
the word “dirigible” can hardly 
contain herself: “Up your old di¬ 
rigible. Give us your huddled di¬ 
rigibles, yearning to breathe free 
... Illegible dirigible. Incorrigible 
dirigible. Gerbil in a dirigible!” 

Parker, Taggart and Sholly 
tackle Overmyer’s tongue-twist¬ 
ing dialogue with gusto and rel¬ 
ish. Each actor imbues the text 
with a serious-minded wackiness 
that keeps the energy level high 
for over two hours. Director Zack 
(that’s it, just Zack) has wisely 
taken an unfettered approach that 
lets the actors establish the music 
and rhythm of the script. 

On the Verge is comedic poetry 
so deliriously full of glorious excess 
you wonder if Overmyer can pull 
it all together, which he does. The 
play courses with the spirit of lin¬ 
guistic adventure. As stalwart 
Alexandra says, “We are climbing a 
spire of time. The topography of 
the future is coming into view. Un¬ 
mapped and unnamed. You must 
not shrink. You must embrace it 
with all your heart.” T

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The importance of being Wilder 

A.C.T. scores with The Matchmaker

he first thing I am going to 
do is declare Thornton 
Wilder a great undiscovered 
gay writer. The second thing I am 
going to do is tell you how much 
I enjoyed the A.C.T. production of 
Wilders The Matchmaker, which 
opened last week, and what a fab 
follow-up it is to The Cherry Or¬ 
chard, with which it is running in 
rotating rep. 

There is a simple reason why 
Wilder, that prudish, maiden- 
aunt of a gay man, isn’t recog¬ 
nized as a gay writer: he never 
wrote a thing that was overtly gay- 
themed. He was too buttoned-up. 
Sam Steward, recounting his sex¬ 
ual encounter with Wilder, says 
the older master remained as 
tightly furled as his umbrella. 

But while Wilder was simply 
too prissy — and lived historical¬ 
ly a bit too early — to express his

mass exposure to Hello Dolly!, 
Seyd’s approach is the most sensi¬ 
ble. He has wisely given us a farce, 
not a musical comedy minus the 
songs. 

Yet, while most won’t notice it, 
there is still more to be mined 
from The Matchmaker than deliv¬ 
ered here. This production gives 
us no more than a whiff of 
Wilder’s deep sense of joy, wicked 
sense of humor and cosmic 
sprightliness. As my companion 
for the evening, Miss Bait-Dish, so 
aptly put it: “I had a fabulous 
time, but I didn’t feel I had an im¬ 
portant experience.” Nevertheless, 
director Seyd has spared us senti¬ 
mentality, and everyone onstage 
and off has a swell time without 
knowing they have been be¬ 
witched but not be-Wilder-ed. ▼

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sexuality, gayness saturates every¬ 
thing he wrote. Unable to speak or 
even act upon it, he transcended 
it; the overriding humanity, the 
universal brotherhood and love 
for all beings that Wilder espous¬ 
es in his every printed word are 
the transformation of his subli¬ 
mated, Victorian sexuality. 
Wilder’s gay identity shows in The 
Matchmaker’s urge to anarchy and 
adventure. 

Although Wilder composed 
many groundbreaking works (of 
the plays, A.C.T. performed The 
Matchmaker two decades ago, but 
the company is long overdue for a 
production of The Skin of Our 
Teeth), I am constantly surprised 
to find that the products of less 
celebrated and less talented gay 
authors are constantly being ex¬ 
humed and acclaimed. His bril¬ 
liant and entertaining novel The 
Eighth Day is very nearly forgot¬ 
ten. The story begins as a murder 
mystery but becomes movingly 


cosmic as it dissects a subject dear 
to gay and lesbian readers — the 
influence of families on their de¬ 
velopment. Wilder, like gay icons 
Walt Whitman and James 
Broughton, is a humanist whose 
sexuality brought him to rejoice 
in the interconnectedness of all 
beings; although he felt con¬ 
strained by his sexuality, it is the

Alonzo King makes us tell the dancer from the dance

hank the deities for Chiharu 
Shibata. Were it not for the 
poise, strength and pure 
technical brilliance she brought to 
her performances in Alonzo 
King’s String Quartet and the pre¬ 
miere of his Sacred Text, offered 
last week as Program 2 of Lines 
Contemporary Ballet’s home sea¬ 
son at Yerba Buena Center, King’s 


Pieces for String Quartet,” is a de¬ 
manding test of technique and 
physical stamina. Sadly, that’s 
about it. 

String Quartet, with its ma¬ 
chine-gun shifts of focus and 
level, calls on dancers to give their 
all — and King’s troupe gives it. 
King must surely get credit for 
working with such a difficult piece 
of music. Syzmanski’s “Five 
Pieces,” with its whining glissan- 
dos and abrupt tonal chord pro-

choreography would have come 
across as tedious indeed. 

Fortunately for King, his Lines 
company has traditionally been 
blessed with some of the Bay 
Area’s most gifted dancers. What 
that means is that individual per¬ 
formances at a Lines concert have 
the potential to knock your socks 
off— but it also means that King’s 
often unimaginative choreogra¬ 
phy winds up looking a whole lot 
better than it deserves to. 

Even the most skillful dancers 
can only work within the confines 
of what the choreographer has 
given them, and what King gives 
in String Quartet, choreographed 
to Pamela Syzmanski’s “Five 


gressions, is particularly brutal. 
Perhaps more credit, in fact, is due 
these dancers because so few con¬ 
temporary choreographers are 
willing to take such musical risks. 

But again, even as King’s 
dancers show that they are more 
than up to the challenge — Shi¬ 
bata and Yannis Adoniou brought 
real electricity to Syzmanski’s 
juiceless composition — the 
choreography never becomes a 
true partner for the score. 

Moreover, String Quartet 
brings us more of what is already 
too common in King’s work, in¬ 
cluding moments like this: Two 
dancers appear onstage, one 
slightly downstage of the other.

The dancer closest to the audience 
is bathed in light, while the up¬ 
stage dancer moves in shadow. 

Or this: Three dancers stand in 
a row. One steps forward to per¬ 
form a movement phrase while 
the other two remain still in the 
background. When the phrase is 
complete, the second dancer steps 
up to perform. And so it goes. 

The choreographic equivalent 
of running in place, such tricks 
didn’t work so well in String 
Quartet, and they were especially 
annoying when King lifted them 
— verbatim, so to speak — and 
plopped them down in the mid¬ 
dle of Sacred Text. Indeed, much 
of Sacred Text was difficult to dis¬ 
tinguish from String Quartet, 
until, that is, its penultimate sec¬ 
tion, entitled “Spirit and Nature,” 
when Chiharu Shibata’s duet with 
Brian Chung kindled genuine fire 
for the first time in the evening. 

Although Sacred Text is set to 
classical Indian ragas, the score is 
entirely instrumental until “Spirit 
and Nature,” when singer Rita 
Sahai begins to intone the vibra- 
to-less syllables of the North Indi¬ 
an classical vocal style for which 
she has been named “Gayan 
Alankar” (a Jewel of Music). 
That’s when the goose flesh be¬ 
gins. 

In fact, Shibata so quickly and 
so completely inhabits Sahai’s 
music during the “Spirit and Na¬ 
ture” pas de deux that one of two 
explanations begins to seem pos¬ 
sible: Either the fluid, wholly or¬ 
ganic motion of Shibata’s body is 


creating the sounds flowing over 
the audience, or the sublime res¬ 
onances of Sahai’s song are enter¬ 
ing the very cells of Shibata’s 
body, causing her limbs to move. 
Whichever — and perhaps it is a 
little of both — “Spirit and Na¬ 
ture” is the kind of achievement 
that makes it clear why human 
beings started to put movement 
and music together in the first 
place. 

Although there are other mo¬ 


ments of grace in Sacred Text — 
Adoniou’s solo in “New Order,” 
for example, is a riveting display 
of the charisma and physical 
prowess that Adoniou can call out 
of his compact form — it is this 
section that makes the piece. With 
such remarkable resources as Shi¬ 
bata, Adoniou, Summer Lee 
Rhatigan, and others at his dis¬ 
posal, it is not unreasonable to ex¬ 
pect King to husband them more 
effectively. T

Lucas is naive about Hollywood 
and homosexuality. Hardly. As an 
openly gay artist working in the 
entertainment industry, Lucas is 
continually perplexed by Holly¬ 
wood’s persistent reluctance to 
wholeheartedly embrace gay ma¬ 
terial. “I just met with a produc¬ 
er,” he explained, “and we talked 
about how hard it is to get movies 
with gay characters made. It’s im¬ 
possible for me to imagine where 
these Hollywood people are com¬ 
ing from. The Birdcage is the high¬ 
est grossing film so far this year, 
and it’s about gay people. The 
Crying Game and Philadelphia 
made a lot of money, and they’re 
still resistant. Gayness is a part of 
adult American life. It’s every¬ 
where.” 

For that reason alone, Lucas 
doesn’t take gayness lightly. Early 
in 1995 he lost his lover to AIDS. 
Initially, he anaesthetized the pain 
by working as much as possible. 
Then he allowed the grief to set 
in, and with the grief came great 
anger, a frustration so great that it 
inspired the playwright to pen an 
impassioned piece in the Advocate 
about AIDS complacency and the 
hypocrisy of the Clinton Admin¬ 
istration. Lucas goes so far as to

much-acclaimed film From the 
Journals of Jean Seberg, which re¬ 
cently played the Bay Area. As a 
fitting follow-up to that film’s run, 
the Roxie Cinema has planned a 
one-day tribute to the ill-fated 
star featuring two of her most in¬ 
teresting films, Lilith (1964) and 
Let No Man Write My Epitaph 
(1960). Lilith tells the story of a 
confused young therapist (War¬ 
ren Beatty) who apprentices at a 
New England sanitarium.

“There were different situations. 
Different characters. I kept the 
title, and I kept some of the char¬ 
acters. 

“It’s important for me to find 
the right way to express what I 
want to say,” he stressed. “The first 
version of the play was about the 
son. This version is about the 
mother. She became more inter¬ 
esting to me. Her existing as a sur¬ 
vivor, as someone who has suf¬ 
fered a great deal of loss, was more 
compelling.” 

This pivotal character is not gay, 
which has given rise in certain cir¬ 
cles to the criticism that as a gay 
writer Lucas should only write 
about gay people. “First of all, “ he 
responded, “as the writer of Long¬ 
time Companion I can hardly be 
thought of as being in the closet,” he 
clarified. “And, presumably, a writer 
doesn’t have to write solely about 
his experience to write well. Pre¬ 
sumably gay people aren’t only in¬ 
terested in gay lives. Presumably we 
can find ourselves in many stories.” 

Missing Persons is Lucas’ fourth 
production at Berkeley Rep, his 
previous endeavors there being 
Blue Windows, Reckless and Pre- 
Jude to a Kiss. “It’s really Sharon 


Ott’s doing,” he confessed. “She 
connected in some way with my 
work. All the Berkeley Rep pro¬ 
ductions [of my work] have been 
really good.” 

The playwright attributes 
some of the success of those pro¬ 
ductions to the sophistication of 
Berkeley Rep audiences. After the 
first preview, several people told 
him they had seen all three previ¬ 
ous productions and were thrilled 
to come to this one. 

“That was so nice, “ said Lucas. 
“It would never happen in New 
York. I think there’s a myth that 
New York audiences are the 
toughest and smartest in the 
world,” he mused. “But really, 
they’re not. They let critics tell 
them what’s good and what’s bad. 
Not so with audiences at Berkeley 
Rep. They’re really good. They pay 
attention. They think. They’re 
more discerning.” T

My Lover Is a Woman: Contem¬ 
porary Lesbian Love Poems edit¬ 
ed by Leslea Newman; Ballantine, 
$18.50 

am absolutely certain that you 
must buy a copy of My Lover 
Is a Woman for your lover’s 
birthday, for your anniversary, for 
whatever upcoming gift occasion 
you and she honor. And don’t 
worry if she is doing the same for 
you, because you will need more 
than one copy: one for the bed¬ 
room, of course, but also a spare 
to replace the one that gets 
dropped in the bathtub when she 
starts to read aloud to you and the 
next thing you know you’re both 
in the tub and the book has been 
immersed in water because you 
both need free hands for more 
important things. 

I have long been an admirer of 
Leslea Newman’s skills as both 


writer and editor. Her latest col¬ 
lection of 202 contemporary les¬ 
bian love poems by 126 poets is 
astonishing. Newman chose fa¬ 
miliar poets — Pat Parker, 
Dorothy Allison, Marilyn Hacker, 
June Jordan, Adrienne Rich — as 
well as selected poems by women 
hitherto unpublished. The result 
is a collection that celebrates the 
varieties of the lesbian experience 
in language that demands to be 
savored, to be read aloud. My cur¬ 
rent favorite, a designation that 
changes daily, is “Married Ladies 
Have Sex in the Bathroom” by 
Sally Bellerose: “We did it on my 
picnic table,/ and under her pic¬ 
nic table./ We did it in extremes,/ 
dressed for inclement weather./ 
Coming, fully clothed,/ hats,/ 
scarves,/ boots,/ and mittens.” 
Bellerose captures the eroticism 
and the absurdity of a secret love 
with great skill. Newman’s eye for 
quality is exquisite; her selections, 
which I am happy to say include 
three of her own poems, delight

walk-in refrigerated room. It’s like 
a Soloflex dipped in vaseline, 
served chilled. REPRESSIA makes 
use of a wrestling mat and other 
professional sports gear. In Cura¬ 
tor of Media Arts Robert R. Riley’s 
terms, Barney’s art addresses “the 
interplay of malleable body lubri¬ 
cants, unyielding prosthetic ap¬ 
pendages and mechanical devices 
in athletics and sex.” 

.Sound kinky? Wait till you see 
the accompanying video “ac¬ 
tions.” In MILE-HIGH Threshold: 
FLIGHT of the ANAL SADISTIC 
WARRIOR, the artist is captured 
on video as he scales the walls and 
ceilings of an art gallery, nude ex¬ 
cept for mountain climbing gear 
and a fetching yellow bathing cap. 
Watching Barney strain about 
with “internally lubricated self¬ 
threading flight blocks, titanium 
ice screws and carabiners” nude, 
in a climber’s harness, it’s hard for 
this reporter not to start objecti¬ 
fying his flawless physique. I’m 
not sure where the anal sadism 
comes in, but the work does seem 
to insist on the shared fetishes of 
sexual and athletic endeavor. 


Something about watching a 
nude male figure exert himself in 
video format brought up (gulp, 
for me at least) associations of 
porn, which is delightfully sub¬ 
versive in a museum. 

All the jock stuff makes the 
video Delay of Game that much 
more refreshing: here’s Barney in 
drag, a white satin bridal gown, 
no less, pushing around a football 
blocking sled. The action chal¬ 
lenges conventions of gender and 
physical strength. There are 
echoes of Vito Acconci, in the ex¬ 
hibitionism, and Chris Burden, in 
the masochism of Barney’s work. 
He adds a certain butch elan to 
the scene. 

In conjunction with the instal¬ 
lations, Barney’s films Cremaster 4 
and Cremaster 1 are screened in 
the Phyllis Wattis Theater; call SF- 
MOMA for times. Cremaster, 
from the Greek Kremaster for sus¬ 
pender, is the anatomical term for 
the muscle which suspends the 
testicle. I haven’t seen the films yet, 
but word from New York, where 
they were shown at the Whitney 
Biennial, is that they portray a sort 
of mythological enactment of the 
inner workings of male sexual or¬ 
gans. Hey, I’m there. 

If Matthew Barney blurs the 
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Leslea Newman 


the heart, the mind, the very soul. 

My Lover Is a Woman serves as 
a splendid introduction to the 
work of women you may not have 
read before, but it also stands for 
itself. Now, listen up. Publishers 
hold firmly to the belief that po¬ 
etry does not sell, so if we want to 
see My Lover Is a Woman II in a 
few years, we have to support the 
first. That means buy a copy. You 
won’t be sorry. ▼

NYC and LA choose

§|pt he race for the 1996 Inter- 
national Mr. Leather title 
1 heated up as both NYC and 
LA staged contests to choose their 
candidate last Saturday night, 
April 27, at the Faultline in LA 
and at the Roxy in the Big Apple.

She and Taylor have sex, but Mi¬ 
randa thinks it’s love and she gets 
dumped in a big hurry. That’s OK, 
because fellow student Miki is al¬ 
ready deeply in love with Miran¬ 
da. They get it on, but Miranda 
decides that her career is too im- 


tions. This improbable melange 
leads to an infuriating ending in 
which Cassidy, the dick, and pos¬ 
sible suspect/love interest Erica 
(gosh, what an original plot de¬ 
vice) are humiliated by the sicko 
pervert bad guys, and have to be 
rescued, first by a man, then by a 
child. I’m sorry. If I want to read 
about inept women there is the 
whole world of straight male fic¬ 
tion from which to choose. 

I really don’t expect every 
novel I pick up to be great. I’m 
perfectly happy to while away the 
hours, conferrin’ with the flowers, 
reading junk fiction. But even 
trash has standards, and the three 
novels reviewed here do not come 
close to minimum standards of 
readability.
